China—has been keen for war with 
Germany for a number of rea- 
sons. 

The Old Boxer Debt. 

For one thing, since war can- 
cels obligations, there is a very de- 
sirable object from the Chinese 
standpoint, in escaping the further 
payment of the Boxer indemnity due 
to Germany, amounting to some 
$72,000,000. Moreover, there has 
been a very strong probability that 
if Germany should emerge victorious 
from the present conflict she would 
demand a heavy indemnity of China 
for permitting Japan to attack 
Tsingtao from Chinese territory. 
That China at the time had pro- 
tested to Japan in vain would have 
no weight. 

But in such an event China would 
certainly fare better if as a bell 
gerent she had her representatives 
at the peace conference than if she 
occupied her customary role of inno- 
cent bystander. 

The majority of the various Gen- 
erals who as military Governors ex- 
ercise a sort of independent feudal 
overlordship in China today have 
been in favor of hostilities for pro- 
fessional reasons. Most of all, how- 
ever, and this is che point tna. 
America has driven home to the 
Chinese, the war offers China a 
chance to attain independent na- 
tional dignity and to escape par- 
tially at least from the thralldom 
of Japan, which has been particular- 
ly galling to the Young China party, 
and, incidentally, to the United 
States, with its doctrine of the open 
éoor. 


German Frightfulness. 

On the other hand, the conserva. 
tive element, which, after all, runs 
the country, and which has longer 
memories than the Young China 
party, most of whom were childrer 
at the time of the Boxer outbreak 
has a very wholesome fear of the 
Germans. When the Boxer troubles 
occurred, in 1900, the German con- 
tingent was late upon the scene, ar- 
Tiving, in fact, after the fighting was 
all over. 

To justify their presence, how- 
ever, they started out on “punitive 
expeditions” of their own into the 
peaceful countryside, killing, burn- 


fluence which she 
exercises ovre China, which has 
not decreased since the time of the 
notorious “21 demands.” To allow 
China fo enter the war would mean 
that China would assume the status 
of an independent Power. But it 
would also mean that England and 
France would have to make some 
delicate readjustments with Japan. 

Japan’s principal activity in the 
war, so far, has been to seize a piece 
of Chinese territory prevously occu- 
pied by Germany. One obvious rea- 
son for China to enter the war would 
be to get back again this Kiaochow 
district, which means that Japan 
Would be compelled to disgorge what 
she has already possessed herself of. 
This is a question that England at 
least (Japan’s ally) has no desire 
to see brought up at the present 
juncture. As a consequence, the 
European entente Powers have been 
in a difficult dilemma. 


Why China Entered War. 


On the other hand the interest of 
the United States has been constant- 
ly on the side of China in the lat- 
ters attempt to escape Japanese 
domination. Hence our Government 
has been anxious for China to fol- 
low our lead and enter the war, 
since by so doing she would greatly 
improve her international status. 

The rather undiplomatic pressure 
which our legation in Pekin exerted 
upon the reluctant Chinese officials, 
resulting in the rupture of relations 
with Germany March 14, has been 
described recently by an eyewitness, 
Mr. Samuel Blythe. The official 
reason given for the break was the 
sinking of a ship by a German sub- 
marine and the loss of some Chinese 
laborers en route to France. Ths 
China was able to enroll herself 
under the banner of “humanity’—a 
most sardonic irony, since the lives 
of a crowd of Cantonese coolies are 
about as important to a Pekin man- 
darin as those of the flies on his 
yamen wall. 


When diplomatic relations had 
been severed, the next step to be an- 
ticipated, of course, was a declara- 
tion of war. But over three months 
have passed and still no progress 
has been made toward this goal. 
Something has gone wrong. And in 
that something it is not hard to dis- 
cern the hand of Japan, aided doubt-

OME amusing and enlightening experiences, 
S along with the pathos one expects to en- 
counter, are to be gathered while going 
about with the women who are taking the 
Hoover food pledge from door to door in the con- 
gested districts. 

It has been thought necessary to make a com- 
plete canvas of the Fifth Ward where many do 
not speak English and for other reasons would 
not be likely to understand or respond to the 
plea for voluntary registration. 

This is being done by volunteers from the 
Women’s Committee, National Counsel of De- 
fense, with the co‘operation of the police depart- 
ment to the extent of furnishing patrolmen as 
escorts and guides, through their respective dis- 
tricts. 

I acompanied Mrs. E. J. Smith of 1152 Walton 
avenue and her official escort, Patrolman Fogar- 
ty, the day she did the south side of Morgan 
street below Twelfth interviewing the women at 
the head of Italian, Jewish and some ‘Negro 
households. We found the new problem of food 
administration much better understood . than 
might be expected of women with whom we 
needed an interpreter to translate our instru-- 
tions, and the news of our. approach heralded 
quite as if telephones were not an unknown lux- 
ury here. 

And we found, without exception, a willingness 
to co-operate that showed a quickness of percep- 
tion if not previous knowledge and study of the 
question. 

It was surprising, too, how little discourtesy 
was encountered. There are neighborhoods, I 
am sure, where we would have met with resent- 
ment, opehing doors and stepping into private 
rooms without waiting to be invited, and pro- 
ceecing to ask questions that were decidedly per- 
sonal, however pertinent. 


Mortal Fear of Draft. 

In a few cases the offer of a registration card 
and pencil for signature, backed up with the vis. 
ion of Authority in blue coat, brass buttons and 
badge, would bring an expression of anguished 
dread to the face of a mother, when it was 
assumed for an instant that this had something 
to do with the draft. Plainly they know all 
about the draft law in this neighborhood and 
their expression denoted what intimate concern 
they feel in it. 

One old colored granny, when she saw her 
daughter, the mother of a large family, signing 
the card, began to wail: 

“Lawdy me! I knew they were going to take 
the boys and send them to France, but I didn’t 
know they wanted the girls, too.” 

An Italian girl on her way to her work at the 
factory opened the door as we were about to 
knock. She had read of the registration of wom- 
en. O, yes! 

“Cut I don't want to work in.a foundry,” she 
insisted. “I Hke the job I have now, and I just 
couldn't work in a foundry.’ 

In another apartment inhabited by a negro 
family with an unbelievable number of children 
and dogs, | espied a slice of bread, decidedly 
soiled, lying on the floor in a corner. [| thought 
it ought to be pointed out as an example of 
waste. When I called attention to it, mammy 
hurriedly picked it up. She, too, had come in

and she thought she knew her cue. 
off and make a puddin’ of it,’’ she exclaimed. 

But such misunderstandings were for the most 
part momentary. Mrs. Smith’s ingratiating per- 
sonality and our Irish officer’s unfailing fund of 
diplomacy may have had the effect of dispelling | 
rebellion in its incipiency. Mrs. Smith’s little 
speech went something like this, with modifica. 
tions to suit special cases: 

Her Only Warning Against Waste. 

“We want to learn the number of persons who 
eat in this house, so we can help Mr. Hoover 
in Washington regulate the food supply and 
prices. We want to know how much food we 
shall need in this country, so that we won’t make 
the mistake of sending more to our allies in the 
war than we can actually spare.” 

She tactfully omitted in most cases the ques- 
tion, “Do you employ a cook?’’ and asked not 

“Will you promise to save more?” but ° wil you 
be careful not to waste anything?” 

Save! The utterance of the word would have 
been a reflection upon our sanity in the pres- 
ence of such surroundings. Neither could we 
preach thrift to some of its supreme exemplars 
here. 

Up several flights of rickety stairs laden with 
the accumulated dirt of ages, we would find 
quarters which, though bare, were as clean and } 
sweet as scrubbing could make them. 

In a rookery on Seventh street fairly swarm- 
ing with negro families, there were dark cubby- 
holes of rooms serving as kitchen, bedroom, living 
room, all in one, the darkness and dilapidated- 
ness made the best of with whitewash on the 
walls, white coverlets on the beds, stoves and 
kettles shining and attempts at decoration on 
the bureaus. 

Such efforts, exceptional though they may be, 
to make the best of undesirable accommodations, 
ought to cry shame at al] landlords in the dis- 
trict. 

There were several cases that needed report- 
ing by the officer to the Provident Association, 
and Mrs. Smith was able to tell several women 
how they might be paid in cash or produce for 
work at the conservation canning factory on 
Fourth street. 


Only One Meal a Day. 


Oné woman signed “Yes” to the printed ques- 
tion, “Will you take part in authorized neighbor- 
hood movements for food conservation?” saying: 
“It won't be hard for me to keep within bounds. 
We have only one meal a day now, just bread 
and coffee in the morning.” 

Officer Fogarty’s way of getting at the more 
delicate of our questions was to treat them as a 
great joke and invite the householders to share 
his mirth. 

“T notice you've all been too extravagant around 
here,” he would say. “You're too lavish with 
the food you put on your tables. There are too 
many good beefsteaks and spring chickens in your 
garbage pails.” 

And always he would get the answer: “No, no: 
we don’t have any garbage pail. We don't have 
any thing to waste. It’s all we can do to get 
enoub to eat.” 

And Mrs. Smith would accept that reply as 
equivalent to the pledge to conserve the food. 

When we would get an intimation that doors 
were about to be closed in our faces it was the 
officer’s way to tramp up the stairs with a great 
noise and shout loudly: “Mrs. Jackson, have you 
been quarreling with your neighbors?” 

“Invariably would come the response, “I'm not 
Mrs. Jackson.” What is the name then””’

come the response. Then the officer would get 
busy correcting himself and a little conversation 
and some of Mrs. Smith’s kind smiles would 
gradually elicit the necessary information. 

Dumbness was a difficulty with the foreign- 
speaking, especially the Italians, until some 
youngster who had been to public school would 
volunteer as interpreter. And how precocious 
some of their children are! We met several who 
spoke Yidish, Italian and English. And when 
we would ask them their nationality they would 
say, American. 


Negroes Strong on Pretensions. 
The negroes, on the other hand, were apt to 


pretend to know more than they did, betraying 
only by irrelevant questions that they did not un- 
derstand our mission. They usually had the 
idea that we wanted to take them to France as 
nurses. 

A group which would have had us think them 
ladies of leisure in their elaborate boudoir caps 
caressing poodle dogs, were willing enough to 
sign, but protested that they were so “nervous” 
that they could not write their names. Asked 
if they had any children, they exclaimed: 
“’Deed, no, don’t wish anything like that on 
us.” 

Mrs. Smith mentioned that she had a son, 16, 
who had gone into the navy with her consent. 

‘Well, believe me,” exclaimed one of these 
damsels, “I thought you was a chicken!” 

Quite another type of this race, the mother of 
eight, the eldest not over 15, greeted us with: 

“Lordy, Lordy, whut’s the world a comin’ to, 
anyhow? I think the Good Lord should let the 
Jedgment Day come, ‘cause He’s shore passin’ 
jedgment on the world now. I got my kids ts 
take care of, but if they needs me they can 
have me.” 

It wasn't often we encountered an American 
name and while it was slow work among the 
foreigners, at last we came to a landlady named 
O'Flaherty, or something very similar, who made 
us almost wish for the foreigners. She had a 
positive gift for getting rid of information. Each 
of the six simple questions let loose a flood of 
personal narrative.

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DAWN IN GERMANY. 

The significant thing in the kaleidoscopic sit- 
uation at Berlin is that Germany’s autocratic 
masters are on the defensive at home as well as 
on all war fronts. 

The greatest menace confronting the power 
of the German rulers is the growing strength of 
the Reichstag. Without real power to direct 
government action, it has suddenly acquired pow- 
er and is becoming more and more conscious of it, 
because it is the one branch of the Government 
which in any measure represents the German peo- 
ple. By reason of discriminating laws representa- 
tion is not complete or fair. The weight rests with 
conservative elements in sympathy with the au- 
tocracy. Theirs is the organized power, center- 
ing in the Emperor. Yet the Reichstag does rep- 
resent to some degree all the elements of the peo- 
ple and this is the source of its growing political 
power in a crisis involving the vital interests of 
the whole country. 

The ruling classes, for the first time since Wil- 
helm has been on the throne, recognize this new 
popular power. They would never voluntarily 
yield up any part of their own well established 
power under the Constitution. Yet the Emperor 
has felt impelied to answer the demand of the 
Reichstag, whose members alone have a free 
voice, by a rescript peremptorily ordering reforms 
in the franchise for the Prussian Diet. This con- 
cession probably does not amount to much. The 
bulwarks of imperial and autocratic power will 
still remain in the Constitution of the German 
empire. But the concession is conclusive proof of 
fear and weakness. For the first time the Em- 
peror and his military chiefs feel that their mas- 
tery is not sure and that they must answer to the 
people for their actions. 

It is easy to overestimate the importance of 
the changes now contemplated in the suffrage, 
but what the ultimate outcome will be no one 
can doubt. It will be parliamentary govern- 
ment, in either monarchical or republican form, 
responsible to the people. The German people, 
who have obediently intrusted their whole gov- 
ernment and destiny in the hands of self-consti- 
tuted rulers and who have followed them through 
the hell which now besets Germany, will, sooner 
or later, call them to account and take the con- 
trol of the nation. 

The progress of the Reichstag has followed 
closely that of the Russian Duma, which was a 
body of even less representative character and 
less influence. But when Russia’s miseries 
thickened it was the oné body that could speak 
for the people. So the Reichstag, with increasing 
conscientiousness of its character as a represen- 
tative assembly, will seize more and more of the 
power that rightfully belongs to it. It will cease 
to await concessions; it will demand them. 

The brightest spot in the stormy European sky 
is the German internal situation. The funda- 
mental causes of it, of course, are the arrogance, 
the ambitions, the blunders and the crimes of 
Germany’s military masters, who have completely 
dominated the civil Government. The immediate 
cause is the moral weight—that moral weight at 
which Germany’s military chiefs have sneered as 
having no force to be compared with military 
might—of America’s entrance in the war on the is- 
sue of democracy. Without a man on the front, the 
United States have struck the deadliest blow that 
the German military autocracy has suffered. 
They have not only crystallized the opinion of 
the world against it, but have given strength 
and courage to the German aspiration for liberty. 
They have enlightened German public opinion 
concerning the vital defects in the German Con- 
stitution. 

In the triumph of the popular cause in Ger- 
many, no matter when it comes, this year or 
next, lies-the certainty of a just peace founded 
on the understandings and the sympathies of free 
peoples, unmenaced by the ruthless ambitions of 
autocrats. 
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Herr Hyderbrand’s two months in which to 
bring England to her knees through the subma- 
rine war will be over Aug. 1 and Great Britain is 
so near starvation that she is planning to in- 
crease the output of béer. Incidentally Herr 
Hydebrand’s potato ration has been cut down 
again. 
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‘‘OVERCHURCHED.’’ 

Happily it was an Ohio minister who invented 
the phrase “overchurched” in reference to the re- 
ligio-economic situation. If an outsider had said 
it he would have been howled at as a scoffer and, 
possibly, an emissary of the evil one. Laymen 
have to be careful how they mix into ecclesiastical 
matters. 

Nevertheless, a Cleveland pastor told a Sunday 
school convention that the principal trouble with 
our churches is that there are so many of them. 
They are confusingly numerous. He might have 
selected almost any rural community of, say 2000 


of Jesus. But they cannot be induced to unite 


because each little sect has its own guidebook 
to the Eternal Path. Each must necessarily be 
lieve that all who hold different views are more 
or less heretical. 

What American churches seem to need more 
than anything else at this time is an efficiency 
expert, with a consolidation movement. 
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MORE DANGEROUS TEAS SPIES. 

“This whole liquor matter has put the food bill 
into a muddle,” complains Senator Simmons, 
chairman of the Senate Finance Committee. Was 
there ever any other object on the part of its 
sponsors? 

It is certain that the liquor question was not 
raised by men who are patriotically concerned 
about the food legislation that is vital to the 
winning of the war. It was not raised by men 
who are interested primarily in the defeat of Ger- 
many and the overthrow of a murderous autoc- 
racy. It was not raised by men who believe in 
a national unity of sentiment toward the great 
cause in which the United States is enlisted. It 
was not raised by men who are trying to aid 
democracy in battling down imperialism. It was 
not raised by men who are seeking to give vic- 
tory to the American ‘flag without needless waste 
of blood and treasure. 

Unless the object was to muddle the food Dill, 
there is no apparent object whatever in this 
miserable exhibition of fanaticism, hypocrisy and 
treachery. 

Every day in which this controversy continues, 
new difficulties and obstacles are raised against 
the food control and conservation which are es- 
sential to the United States and its allies. To 
have been fully effective the bill should have been 
passed before July 1, and the longer the delay 
continues the greater the problem with which 
the food administration must deal. Incidentally, 
the greater that problem the more profit various 
interests can extort from helpless consumers. 

Congress has not been honest in this legisla- 
tion. It has not been honest even with the pro- 
hibitionists whom it has pretended to coddle, 
for they have been used to mask the operations 
of food speculators and extortionists who dared 
not fight the bill in the open. The enemies of the 
measure are still working under cover and with 
characteristic fatuousness the prohibitionists in 
Congress and out of Congress have been playing 
the game of as sordid a crew as ever plotted for 
its own pockets. 

This controversy can be straightened out very 
quickly if the Senate wishes to straighten it out. 
Unless the Senate disposes of this measure with- 
out further delay the American people may rest 
assured that there are influences at work in Wash- 
ington which are far more dangerous to the Unit- 
ed States in war than anything that has yet been 
done by German spies. 
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Inasmuch as all transports carrying Amer- 
ican troops to France reached their destination 
safely, the country can afford to be more or less 
indifferent as to the truth or falsity of the story 
about the submarine attacks.

CHECKING NEGRO MIGRATION. 

In some.parts of the South steps have been 
taken to check the migration of negro laborers 
that are in the right direction. The most extensive 
of these is planned in Mississippi, where the Leg- 
islature, of which a special session is anticipated, 
will be asked to put Constables and Justices of 
Peace on a salary basis. In the meantime, white 
citizens are forming committees to see that these 
officials do not prey on negroes in what is. known 
in the negro states as “fee grabbing.” 

“Fee grabbing” consists of raiding negro gath- 
erings and of arresting several score, then dis- 
missing the cases on payment of costs, This has 
been a very profitable business for many of these 
petty officials and until the negro began to 
come North the whites apparently thought it was 
good sport. 

Another move to keep the negroes is that of 
equalizing wages. Only a few of the Southern 
communities, those notable for industrial de- 
velopment, paid negroes the wages of white men 
before this spring.

MAKING ICE CREAM. 

ANQUIRER.—For ice cream, have the ice 
pounded quite fine, thereby ir= ‘ving tess 
labor in turn'ne the freezer, and thus «e- - 
oerten 9 seneem. velvety cream. The auie«x- 
est an St way is to pounc the ice lw « 
burlap bag. Tie t e¢ mouth to prevent the 
tice escaping while it is being vigorowa:y 
pounded with a flat-headed hammer er ma!- 
let. Be lavish in the use of salt. Have the 
ice and salt well packed arouné the can 
before the mixture is put in. and be tery 
careful that there is nO possibile chance of 
the salt or water getting into the can. 
When ice cream is wanted in blocks or 
cakes, a special mold will be needed. The 
mold should al~ays be set in tee and salt 
while the cream is being frogen; as soon 
@s the beater or mixer is removed, the 
frozen cream shoul be packed into the 
molds as quickly as possible. Press the 
cream down esmoothlh and firmly. lay a 
plece of stout muslin or waxed paper ove> 
the top and then put on th» cover. Pack 
in fresh ice and salt anv let stand several 
hours before using. Two qtarts and one 
pint Of pure cream will, when froten, near- 
ly fill a 4-Quart freezer The Baltimore 
News says: When freezing, fill the freezer 
a8 usual with tce and salt When the tee 
melts down, however. pack demp news- 
papers tightly as possible up te the verv 
top. This keeps the cold air from escaping 
and it is surprising in how «hort a time 
the freezing process is finished. When 
packing the ices to ripen. pack with a layer 
of ice and salt, then a thick la. er of damp 
néwspapers, and so on, having a newspaper 


layer on top. This method takes Just about 


half the usual quantity of ice. Without a 
freezer: Take an old dishpan, fi) half ful! 
of equally mixed coarse salt and finely 
crushed ice. Put two or three smell h vtee 
in bettom of pan and place itt in the sink. 
put the cream in shallow pan that will ft 
into the dishpan, leaving enough rrém to 
pack ice around the sides. Stir with spoo, 
until frozen. Feonomical ice créant: 3 
quarts milk, 3 pints cream, 2 eggs, 2 cuns 
Sugar, 2 tablespoons flour, not cornstarch. 
Beat white and yolks of eggs together, add 
quart milk and cook tn double boiler. Whén 
hot, add the sugar with which the flour has 
been well mixed. Let cook 3 minutea. 
Stirring steadily, so that it will be quire 
smooth. Cool, add remainder of milk. the 
cream, flavor and freeze. This ta more 
work than if made from clear cream, bul 
it is good, costs less, kéeps better, and 
makes six quarts. Made without cream: 
To each quart milk take 1 cup sugar. 2 
eggs, 2 tablespoons of flour; use only the 
yolks, and use the whites for caké. Mix 
sugar and flour well to prevent lumping. 
add the eggs and a little cold milk wntii 
smooth. Have rest of milk boiling hot, mix 
all together, return to stove to boil un, 
strain and flavor to taste. For a 4-quart 
freezer use 2% quarts milk. Freeze when 
cold. Made without eggs: Two quarts 
milk, 1 pint cream, % box gelatine, sugar 
and flavor to taste. More cream and less 
milk makes it still better. Heat a little 
of the milk to dissolve gelatine in. Marion 
Harland’s ice cream recipe (peerless): Make 
a custard of quart milk, four eggs, three 
cups granulated sugar. Remove from fire 
arid flavor with vanilla extract. When cold, 
beat in quart of rich cream and freeze hard. 
It is made more delicious by adding fresh 
strawberries, mashed and sweetened, or any 
other fruit you may prefer. Red raspber- 
ries may be used in same way. Of the ice 
cream may be served with hot chocolate 
or cold strawberry sauce. Somebody says: 
When freezing ice cream pack freezer with 
ice and salt, as usual, then fill up te over- 
flow hole with cold water and cream will 
freeze in half time it would have taken if 
water had not been used.

READER.—Fruit salad: Three oranges, 
3 Dananas, 1 medium-sized ripe pineapple

pleted dainty cut in shapes suitable for the 
filling contained and manner of service in- 
tended. If to stand any length of time after 
making they should be covered with linen 
wrung out of cold water or be wrapped im 
waxed paper.

Can the allies carry on the war 
when their oversea supplies are lim- 
ited to this extent” This depends, 
of course, to a great extent on the 
amount of food that can be raised by 
the abnormal efforts of Great Brit- 
ain and France during this and next 
year. It depends, too, upon im- 
proved methods of unloading and 
loading ships so that each vessel may 
do more journeys in a given time. 
Finally. it depends upon the extent 
to which the allied peoples in Eu- 
rope can limit their consumption of 
food either voluntarily or by the en- 
forced order of the state. There are 
too many unknown factors for it to 
be possible to say exactly what 
the minimum shipping that will 
us through. 

But it is quite obvious that 
must be a certain level that may 
called vanishing point. 

U-Boat Germany’s Only Hope. 

It is the object of the whole German 
submarine campaign to bring the world’s 
shipping to this point at the earliest 
possible moment. It represents the only 
hope the German high command can en- 
tertain for avoiding a final miiltary de- 
feat. It is a certainty that if it becomes 
possible for Germany to achieve this end 
the issues of the war will have to be 
compromised. That explains the enor- 
mous effort Great Britain has _ been 
making since the spring of this vear, 
and must continue to make, to force a 
military decision at the carliest possible 
moment.

The problem has been summed up in 
England in the phrase, “Can the army 
win the war before the navy loses it?’ 
It is a problem that concerns the United 
States in exactly the same degree as ev- 
ery other ally. If it is not solved by the 
allies the military defeat of Germany 
will be impossible. America, as well as 
Europe, will have been defeated by the 
submarine. Her vast preparations, her 
great sacrifices, the noble response of 
her citizens, the bright hopes of her sol- 
diers, the splendid professional skill of 
her sailors, the warlike spirit of a nation 
reluctantly stirred to action, but now re- 
solved on action to the end—ali these 
things will go for nothing. Is the prob- 
lem solvable? 

(Note—In his next article Mr. Pol- 
len will deal with the palliatives, 
in which he will describe the -‘’orts 
hitherto made to diminish the subma- 
rine menace.

month just as a chambermaid. It was in 
a big hotel, where the millionaires come. 
You've all been there, I guess.

planation being made that in the larger 
cities holders of personal property were 
the principal tax dodgers, while in the 
rural districts rea! estate owners were 
those who escaped just taxation. 

It has been notorious that real estate 
in many counties of the State is as- 
sessed as low as 10 per cent of its actual 
value, and that real estate assessments 
in the rural districts rarely exceed 40 
per cent of the actual value of the prop- 
erty. In St, Louis real estate is as- 
sessed at about 6 per cent of its value. 

The State Tax Commission was 
created by the last Legislature and 
given power to go into any city or 
county of the State and fix the as- 
sessed valuation of all kinds of prop- 
erty. It is made the duty of the 
commission to determine the total 
assessed valuation of the property in 
each county. avvt in doing this it has 
power to rate cr lower the assess- 
ments mace by the local assessor, or 
even to change the assessment made 
by the County Boards of Equalization. 

The commission organized three 
weeks ago after Gov. Gardner had 
appointed Roach, chairman, and 
James Y. Player, former Comptroller 
of St. Louis, and J. H. Galeener of 
Sikeston, members. Its first official 
action was to summon to a conference 
in Jefferson City all county assess- 
ors in the State. 

These assessors are the men who 
have been assessing property at from 
10 per cent to 65 per cent of its val- 
ue notwithstanding the law which 
specifically provides that all prop- 
erty shall be assessed at its actual 
cash value. 
stated that they feared to raise as- 
sessments to 100 per cent, believing 
that they would be overwhelmly de- 
feated at the next election if they did 
60. ' 

Chairman Roach read to the as- 
sessors the oath which he took as 
chairman of the commission, and then 
read the oath every county assessor 
takes. Each oath requires the officer 
to assess property at its actual valu?. 
Chairman Roach told the assessors 
that no man with a conscience could 
refuse to obey the oath and that 
he intended to obey his to the letter. 
He concluded with a statement that 
he also expected every assessor to 
obey his oath. 

After extended argument, the Asses- 
sors unanimously adopted resolutions 
declaring that the law required that all 
property be assessed at actual value, de- 
claring their intention of upholding the 
law and calling attention to the fact that 
County Courts may prevent taxes being 
raised from increased assessments by 
reducing the tax levies. . 

At the meeting the Assessors were told 
that the law makes it the duty of the 
State Tax Commission to institute pro- 
ceedings to remove from office any As- 
sessor who fails to do his duty, and also 
provides that he is guilty of an offense 
punishable by imprisonment for failure 
to do his duty. 

“The Tax Commission hopes that it 
never will be necessary for it to insti- 
tute such proceedings,’’ Chairman Roach 
said, “but it stands ready to prosecute 
derelict Assessors, and it intends to see 
that property in this State is assessed 
at it true value in money. 

“Neither the Tax Commission nor the 
County Assessor is concerned in any de- 
gree with the amount of the tax levy. 
Assessments must be made in accord- 
ance with the law, and if at the present 
rate of taxation such assessments mean 
burdensome taxes, it is the duty of the 
County Court, the Board of Education 
or the City Council to reduce the levy so 
that only enough money shall be pro- 
duced to meet the legitimate needs of 
zovernment.”’ 

The Tax Commission has greater pow- 
ers than any. commission every created 
in Missouri. Briefly they are: 

To do whatever is considered by the 
commission to be necessary to obtain 
effective enforcement of assessment, 
revenue and disbursement laws. 

To investigate and supervise the work 
of any administrative officer having tu 
do with finances. 

To appoint agents and delexzuates to 
them all powers of the comniission 

To require all property be placed on 
the assessment books at its trtte value. 

To institute proceedings against pub- 
lic officers, corporation offices and in- 
dividuals who fail to comply with the 
taxation laws. 

To assess railroads, cars, roiling stock, 
street railroads, bridges, te'cxreph, tele- 
phone, express companies and public 
utility corporations ,and to assess real 
and personal. property as any o.aer as- 
sessing officer legally may dv. 

In carrying out these duties the con- 
mission is empowered to assess iniivi- 
dual pieces of property, and in arriving 
at the value of property it may subpeona 
witnesses and examine them under 
oath, and may examine the books of 
any bank or other corporation. 

In addition to supervising the assess- 
ments, the commission also is require) 
to investigate the expenditures of pub- 
lic money and to make recommendations

CHARITY COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 
SHOWS PROGRESS 


Survey of Local Charities Was 
Outstanding Achievement of 
Organization for Year. 


NEW MOVEMENTS BEGUN 


Additions to Old People’s Homes 
Provided Shelter for 100 
Persons. 


Extensive and gratifying progress has 
been made by the Central Council of So- 
cial Agencies of St. Louis, according to 
reports of the committees submitted at 
the annual meeting yesterday. 

The outstanding achievement of the 
council was the survey of local chari- 
ties by Francis H. McLean. The greater 
part of the committee’s efforts since 
the survey have been directed toward 


reviewing and putting into effect the 
recommendations and suggestions con- 
tained in it. 

Two questionaires were prepared by the 
Health Committee—one was sent to all 
visiting nurses’ associations and outing 
camps and the other to hospital dispen- 
saries, clinics, municipal and private; 
maternity hospitals, convalescent homes, 
homes for incurables, tuberculosis agen- 
cies, sick diet and free ice and pure 
milk agencies. Tabulations were made 
of the results of these questionaires and 
_the recommendations of the committee 
in some instances were sent to the insti- 
tutions in question and in others were 
referred to members of the committee 
for conferences. An expert on editing 
probably will be employed to preserve 
these tabulations in printed booklet form 
for future reference. 

The Children’s Committee’ spent 
part of last year in formulating 
standards for children’s institutions, 
child placing agencies and day 
nurseries. Copies of their recom- 
mendations were sent to all societies 
and institutions concerned. A _ sub- 
committee on children’s institutions 
was appointed at McLean's sugges- 
tion, to consider the recommendations 
in regard to them. A full report was 
submitted to. the council which the 
Children’s Committee plans to be put 
into practical effect during the com- 
ing year. Growing out of this re- 
port, a Children’s Bureau has been 
started in a small way with prospects 
of enlargement. The criticisms of 
the different institutions covered by 
the survey have been personally dis- 
cussed with the officers, 


Women’s Home Investigated. 

The committee on family treatment 
investigated and made suggestions on 
homes for women and women with 
children; working girls’ boarding 
homes and women’s lodging houses, 
which were reviewed and in the main 
approved by McLean. The committee 
also investigated and reported on the 
work of the Salvation Army and Hu- 
mane Society and prepared question- 
aries during the survey on the Red 
Cross, Citizens’ Emergency Relief Or- 
ganization and the Emergency Aid 
Society. The committee plans during 
the coming year to work out a scheme 
for the co-ordination of the work of 
these three latter agencies. 

The Committee on the Adult Depend- 
ants made a complete survey of Old 
Feople’s Homes, which disclosed a list 
of over 100 old people anxiously waiting 
to .be admitted to homes that were 
taxed to capacity.. This situation has 
been remedied, upon recommendations 
from the committee, by an addition to 
the Memorial Home and the Altenheim 
and the purchase of an additional house 
by the Christian Old People’s Hcme. 

Througn the efforts of the committee 
a bill was introduced in the Board of 
Aldermen, providing for the purchase 
of a municipal farm at an appropria- 
tion of $150,000, to meet the immediate 
needs. Subsequently a Municipal Farm 
Commission was appointed by the May- 
or to investigate municipal farms in 
other cities. The bill has been some- 
what delayed because it was thought 
advisable to have a law passed by the 
State Legislature providing for a one- 
year~indeterminate sentence for delin- 
quents as a substitute for the present 
100-day law. This bill failed to pass the 
Legislature, but this will not interfere 
with the passage of the municipal farm 
bill. 

New Movements Started, 


The Committee on the Department of 
Public Welfare was appointed and made 
a standing committee of the council. 
Because of the uncertainty in the con- 
tinuance of office of the Director of 
Public Welfare, little could be accom- 
plished, althvwugh several conferences 
were held, and a plan of co-operation 
started in the following movements: 

Free employment bureau at the mu- 
nicipal lodging house; municipal farm; 
Bureau of Research and Publicity; ar- 
rangement of the city by districts, with 
a social worker in each district. 

One of the big problems before the 
council for the last year, which will oc- 
cupy an important part of its program 
for the coming year, is the establish- 
ment of a centralized purchasing bureau 
where supplies for all charitable institu- 
tions in the city can be purchased and 
distributed to them at a reduced price. 
The committee which has had this mat- 
ter under its supervision has collected 
considerable data from other cities and 
has asked the Charities Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce to co-operate 
by requesting all charities on its in- 
dorsed list to furnish an itemized state- 
men of their supplies in 1916. 

Committees on employment, uniform 
records and social service among colored 
agencies have been appointed recently 
and report progress. Special committees 
have been appointed to investigate pro- 
posed new agencies and agencies where 
the work is not up toe the required 
standard.

liance of St. Louis, disusses ‘The Hast 
St. Louis Program."’ Forrester B. Wash- ; 
ington, Director of the Detroit League 
on Urban Conditions Among Negroes, 
tells of ‘‘The Detroit Newcomers’ Greet- 
ing.’’ 

Leonard concludes that the reason for 
the massacre of East St. Louis negroes 
on July 2, and the burning of their 
homes is purely economic. The negroes 
work for lower wages than the whites, 
and some wil! net join labor unions and 
most of them would not be admited if 
they wanted to. “Such an element inr- 
troduced into the community,’ he 
writes, “acts as a whip over the heads 
of the white workers.’’ This, he thinks, 
is the main reason for the race antip- 
athy in East St. Louis. 

Politicians Use Undesirables. 

The city, he says is. run to suit the 
lowest political elements. Saloons are 
numerous and gambling dens abound. 
The saloon element has been itn contro! 
of the town. The undesirable negroes. 
like the undesirable whites, have been 
used by self-seeking politicians. Evil 
dives have beon permitted. Lawless ne- 
groes have been protected. 

Leonard quotes employers as denying 
that they have imported negroes or even 
encouraged black immigration. The mi- 
gration, according to these men, has 
s&rown from negroes writing to friends in 
the South about the better wages to be 
had in East St. Louis. 

Leonard's survey of the situation, 
from the viewpoint of large.employ- 
ers of labor and of labor leaders, is 
virtually the same as expressed by 
these men in interviews given to the 
Post-Dispatch on July 3, in explana- 
tion of the underlying cause of the 
riots. 

Leonard relates how the negroes

certain factories, guaranteeing nay. | 
ment at restaurants and boarding | 
houses. | 

A foundry company was induced | 
to build low-priced homes for its | 
negro employes. Manufacturers were | 
persuaded to take over the leases! 
of disorderly houses, thus ridding 
neighborhoods of undesirables and 
providing homes for the negro work- | 
ers at the same time. Lists of vacant 
houses and rooms were kept. 

For recreation, a 10-cent new- | 
comers’ community dance was inau- | 
gurated. A Young Negroes’ Progres- 
sive Association, developed by the | 
League, promoted the dance and other | 
plans for providing suitable enter- |, 
tainment for newcomers. Committees 
circulate invitations and see that the. 
newcomers get acquainted with the 
better element of negroes. 

Athletic features have been deve!- 
oped for the newcomers. Baseball 
has been the popular game. Teams 
have been created in the various in- 
dustrial plants. Camp-fire girls have 
been organized. The expenses have 
been paid by the Young Negroes’ 
Progressive Association from the pro- 
ceeds of the dances. 

Special Negro Policemen. 

The League has persuaded the po- 
lice commissioners to appoint a spe- 
clal policeman, selected by the 
League, to work among the new- 
comers. He regulates their conduct 
on the street and sends them to the 
league for employment. 

Co-operation of the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Board of Health 
has been obtained in the improve- 
ment of the working and living con- 
ditions of the negroes. Mothers’ 
clubs among negro women have 
taught immigrant women how to 
properly feed and clothe their child- 
ren in a nerthern climate. Immi- 
grants have been encouraged to join 
the negro ehurches.

ENLARGE MEAT SUPPLY 
BY GROWING RABBITS 


| | 
Production Easy on Farm®* or 


City Backyard, U. S. Agri- 
culture Department Says. 


Rabbits, which have proved a valuable 
suurce of food in Europe during the 
present war, may well] be raised more 
extensively in America by way of re- 
ducing the drain on the ordinary mea‘ 
supply, according to biologists of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The business of growing rabbits, 
the specialists point out, can be carrie 
on by youths and adults not engaged 
in military or other national service, or 
in regular industrial employinent. The 
animals may be raised in back yards 
of cities and towns, as well as on 
farms. 

The Belgian hare, says @ statement 
by the Department of Agriculture, 
creeds rapidly, matures quickly and pro- 
duces a palatable and highly nutritious 
meat. The cost of production is less 
than that of any other meat, not ex- 
cepting poultry. The supply can ba 
greatly increased within a few months, 
without requiring space that may be 
needed for the production of crops. 
Practical experience has demonstrated 
that rabbit meat can be produced in 
unlimited quantities at a cost of about 
6 cents a pound, and by utilizing lawn 
cuttings and other vegetation that 
would otherwise be wasted the cost can 
be made even lower. 

The Belgian and Fiemish giant rab- 
bits are recommended for meat produc- 
tion, as the ordinary tame bbit is 
emaller and develops more sicily. Stock 
of Belgian hares may be bought from 
breeders in nearly all the States at $1 
to $3 each. They may occasionally De 
had from pet stock dealers. Fancy 
pedigreed stock is not required f6r meat 
production. 

Rabbits are easily kept. They eat hay, 
grass, lawn cuttings and green vegeta- 
tion of many kinds. Females should be 
allowed to breed when 8 or 10 months 
old, and during the year should raise 
four litters of about six young each. 
Well fed, the young reach marketabls 
size when 3 to 4 months old and average 
from 5 to 6 pounds live weight. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
published a bulletin on raising rabbits 
which will be helpful to those who wisn 
to engage in this pursuit.

WAR PERIOD RESULTS

Estimated Redtiction of $1 ott 


100 Pounds on Food at 
Present High Prices. 


By T. KF. QUISENBERRY 
Leavenworth, Kan. 

It has been truly said that ‘necessity 
is the mother of invention.”’ The present 
high prices of foodstuffs has had a ten- 
dency to discourage some poultrymen. 
But there ig no reason why eggs can- 
not be produced almost as economically 
now as formerly, if the right ration is 
used, and the selling price of eggs is at 
least two-thirds more than in former 
years at this season. 

We have been making some tests of 
various rations on the experimental 
farm of the American School of Poultry 
Husbandry at Leavenworth, Kan., with 
a view of compounding a ration which 
would bring the same results and great- 
ly reduce the cost. We realize that 
available foods and prices veny in dif- 
ferent localities, so this ration is based 
upon the feed found in Leavenwor bh ani 
in the Central States. Th eration which 
we are now using in the American egg- 
laying contest and which is producing 
practically as good results as any we 
have ever used, which contained a large 
per cent of wheat, is as follows: 

Scratch Feed—400 Ibs. cracked corn, 
$13.60. 

Dry Mash—150 Ibs. wheat bran, $2.48; 
150 Ibs. wheat shorts, $3.39; 100 lbs. beef 
scraps, $3.50; 4 ibs. fine charcoal, 3 Ibs. 
fine salt. 

Cost of 800 lbs. of feed, 
100 Ibs. of feed, $2.87. 

If the above feeds are not available it 
might pay you to have your local dealer 
import them for you, if possible, and the 
prices justify. We have found no other 
combination that would compare with 
this ration in price and results. The 
fact that there is a shortage of wheat, 
but a large acreage of corn and pros- 
pects for an abundant crop, the indica- 
tions are that tnis will be one of the 
cheapest rations that can be used for 
many months to come. Whenever wheat 
is as cheap as corn, wheat should be 
added to the scratch feed 

The cost of this feed can still be re- 
duced to about $2.70 per 100 lbs. by feed- 
ing sprouted oats. We feed equal par*s«

food. We soak the oats frur. 1 “ 24 
hours, spread them out in tia ™ 
they are about one inch in diviu, snrin- 
kle them each day to keep then: m @ipt 
and feed them when they are about on- 
week old. Don’t use any artificial hea 
in sprouting and the oats. will not mold 
If you feed the oats when they are 
about a week old from the date you 
started to sprout therm, you get the ben- 
efit of the oat grain as well as the ten- 
der, succulent sprouts. T e -ffset the 
“all-corn” scratch feed. 

We feed some of the dry mash in 4a 
moistened state each afternoon. GiVe 
all the moist mash the hens will eat in 
about 30 minutes. Moisten it with water 
or milk. Feed the dry mash in a hopper 
or box and keep it before the hens so 
they may help themselves at any time. 
teed about an equal amount of the dry 
mash and cracked corn, and regulate the 
quantity of cracked corn which you 
throw into the litter fur the hens by the 
amount of dry mash each pen consumes. 
The nutritive ratio of this food is about 
1:45, if the oats are used as directed. 
This is about right for laying hens or 
growing stock. This will reduce the cost 
of this feed at the above prices of the 
ingredients so that the cost will not ex- 
ceed $2.70 per 100 pounds, If this is used 
for growing stock, add five pounds of 
bonemeal to each 100 pounds of ground 
feed. 

On the basis of a dozen eggs being 
produced on five pounds of feed, eggs 
cost us about 14 cents per dozen when 
this ration is used. This leaves 21 cents 
per dozen for labor and profit when eggs 
are selling at 35 cents per dozen. In the 
face of these figures there is no reason 
for any poultryman to be discouraged. If 
you use this ration at the p= sent prices 


of eggs, ycu will clear more on your hens. 


than in any previous Year I-cause of 
the increased price of eggs. 


In the above ration, the succulent oat- 
feed and the wheat products and beef 
scraps in the mash offset the fattening 
and heating effect of the “all-corn”’ 
scratch feed. Corn products are elim- 
inated entirely from the mash, except 
that the cracked corn is screened and 
the meal and fine particles of corn are 
sifted out and put in the mash, cther- 
wise this would be wasted.

“Cold” Brooder as a 
Poultry Plant Adjunct 


“Cold” brooders are used as well as 
artificially heated ones. These brood- 
ers can be purchased ready made, or 
they can be made at home. A shallow 
box can be used. It should be tight ex- 
cept at one end, which is sometimes ieft 
entirely open, or a good-sized hole can 
be left at one end. It is a good plan 
to put a woolen cloth on the floor so as 
to keep the feet of the chicks warm. A 
paper can be laid over the floor daily 
so it will not get dirty. Strips of flan- 
nel should be suspended from the top 
in which the chicks may be hovere. 

I know a successful poultry raiser who 
did not use anything that could be cailed 
a brooder. He simply used boxes. These 
were placed out of doors in warm days. 
When it was cool a cloudy the box 
was put in the kitchen. J. 8S. Martin of 
Canada, perhaps the most noted of all 
White Wyandotte breeders, uses reg- 
wlation brooders, but combats the idea 
that chicks should be kept where it is 
warm all the time, even in winter 
weather. When they are about. five 
days old he allows the little fellows to 
run at will for a limited distance in 
winter, being careful only that they do 
not get their feet wet when it is cold. 
He claims it is good for chicks to get 
used to the cold at this carlier aga 


UPS COW'S MIL 
WHEN 3 WEEKS OLD 


Not Only Gives Mother Needed 
Relief, but Is Better for 
the Youngsters. 


In order that the mother may be re- 
lieved at as early a time as possible 
of the strain of nursing a number of 
puppies, the youngsters should be en- 
couraged to lap milk when about 3 
weeks old. This may be taught by get- 
ting the pups around a pan of milk and 
shoving their noses into it. That which 
adheres about the muzzle will be lickeuw 
eff, thus giving them a taste of it, and 
after a few experiences of this kind 
they will lap eagerly. ? 

It should be remembered that cow’s 
milk differs in its constituency from 
that of a bitch, and unless properly 
rrepared will disorder the bowels. The 
cow's milk should be scalded and slight- 
ly sweetened, as it does not contain sn 
large an amount of sugar of milk as 
does that of a bitch. 

The milk, after being prepared, should 
be fed at the same temperature as that 
of the dam. By this means the mother 
is relieved and the pups receive more 
nutriment, especially if there be a num- 
ber of them to one P‘tch., 

When about 4 weeks old a little soup, 
thickened. with stale bread, may be 
allowed twice a day and this diet grad- 
ually substituted for the milk, doing 
away with tne latter entirely when 2 
months old. As a rule, puppies may be 
weaned at the age of 6 weeks. 

One abject in getting rid of the milk 
diet at an carly age is that the stomach 
worms, which exist in nearly Gii puy- 
pies, seem to thrive on it to the detri- 
ment of the latter. As the nature vf 
the stomach changes, so also must the 
food. Well-boiled meat and vegetables 
of all kinds, except potatoes, which are 
the hardest of all vegetables for a dog 
to digest, should be gradually intro- 
duced’ into the diet, and this mixed diet 
is the very best that can be fed during 
the life of the animal. The object in 
giving a vamety of food is that all parts 
of the animai may be nourished.

Dry Bread for Feed. 

I have a quantity of dry bread which 
iI hav. ground up fine. I would like to 
mix it with something else to make a 
dry mash of it to keep before the chick- 
ens all the time. I wish you would 
kindly tell me what ‘to use with tne 
bread, and in what proportions.—H. L. 
B., St. Louis, Mo. 

Our only experience in feeding stale 
bread to poultry has been with chicks 
and growing young stock. We feed it 
moistened with milk, and I believe that 
by following this plan you would get tlie 
best results from this bread. For fat- 
tening young or old birds this bread 
would make a good feed if mixed with 
corn and moistened with milk. I would 
suggest about 2 parts corn meal by 
measure to 1 part of bread for mature 
birds, and a little more bread for young 
growing stock. This would help to bal- 
ance the ration where corn meal alone 
might result in time in getting the birds 
“off their feed.’’ I am taking it for 
granted that this bread was dried before 
it had become moldy. The feeding of 
maidy bread is unsafe. 


Egg-Laying Contest 
To Start November 1 


The seventh national egg-laying con- 
test will begin Nov. 1, at «he Missouri 
State Poultry Experiment Station, at 
Mountain Grove. It will be composed of 
four pens each of 15 varieties. The (first 
four applications for each variety re- 
ceived at the Experiment Station will be 
accepted. 

The varieties to be accepted are: 
Barred, white and buff Plymouth Rocks; 
singie and rose comb Rhode Island 
Reds: Rhode Island Whites; silver-laced, 
white and buff Wyandottes; black, white 
and buff Orpingtons; s. c. white Leg- 
horns; s. c. brown Leghorns; s. c. mot- 
tled Anconas. 

A limited number of yards caused the 
limit of 60 pens, and in order to have 
an even number of pens in each variety 
caused the limit in varieties. By hav- 
ing an even team of four pens in each 
variety it furnishes a basis for many ob- 
servations and comparisons which are 
of interest to all poultry raisers. 

Should any variety not have the four 
pens on Oct. 1, the pen will be filled 
with station birds, which will not com- 
pete for prizes, but the records will be 
used to get averages, etc., for the va- 
rieties. 

Each pen is to be composed of five 
pullets and one substitute. No male 
will be uSed in any pen. 

The entry fee is the same as for the 
previous contest, $10 for pens from Mis- 
souri, and $20 for pens from outside of 
Missouri. 

The feed, houses, caré) etc., wil] be the 
same as in the present contest.

GERMANY'S FRUIT 


AND VEGETABLE 
CROPS ARE POOR 


Drouth Has Hurt Production on 
Which Many Hopes for 
the Winter Rested. 


By CYRIL BROWN

(Copyright, 1917, by Press Pub. Co.) 
STOCKHOLM, July 14.—Illuminating 
news continues to leak out from Ger- 
many concerning the increased food 


problem. A curious light is thrown on 
the shortage of sugar by the fact that 
German scientists are besought for their 
expert opinion whether saccharine in- 
stead of sugar can be used advantage- 
ously for catching flies. 

Through the most depressing heat 
wave in June on record, Berlin has been 
guffering an unprecedented plague of 
flies, which is attributed directly to a 
lack of fly-paper. 

New Food Measure. 

One of the most important of the new 
food tneasures promulgated in Germany 
embodies tho ordinances concerning 
grain which will be gathered in the con- 
ing harvest. The chief novelty this 
measure contains is the introduction of 
an imperial agricultural card to every 
landed proprietor and to every peasant 
farmer who farms independently. 

All of these ure required to fill out an 
elaborate, statistical formula giving the 
total acreage of his arable land, the 
amount of acreage sown, the crop with 
which it is sown and, besides, an ad- 
vance estimat« of the yield he expects 
with an itemized number of the live- 
stock he owns. Further is required a 
statement of the number of members of 
each producer’s household, together*wich 
the grain requirements which, he esti- 
mates, will ba necessary for the ensu- 
ing food year.

The Berlin Tageblatt says: 


“At last we recognize the firm hand 
which heretofore we have missed in this 
food field. Experience heretofore has 
shown that the authorities were coin- 
pletely in the dark, for they were not 
able to size up the actua’' harvest sta- 
tistically and then get hold of it. The 
main thing now is that the whole har- 
vest can be seized and divided among 
the population along just these lines. It 
must not happen again that the hrea:d 
ration has to be shortened because“the 
breadstuffs are fed to cattle. But we 
are determined to hold out even if a 
fourth winter of war is forced upon 
us.”’ 

Shortage of Substitutes, 

A recent Berlin newspaper says. ‘‘The 
apportionment of c@ffee substitutes is, 
unfortunately, taking place at very lonz 
intervals.” 

A curious warning is going through 
German newspapers. The people are 
urged when writing to prisoners of war 
not to give any infurmation 2s to short- 
age of food. Says the warning: 

. “Such information reaches our enemies 
and our enemies make it known in a dis- 
torted form to their newspapers in order 
to keep up the delusion that Germany 
is at the end of its resources; that our 
enemies’ hopes of beating us are therebv 
given new life is clear. Whoever sends 
such news to prisoners sends only 
against his fatherland’s interests and 
can only serve to prolong the war."’ 

Fruit Yielda Are Poor. 

The German newspapers are fied 
with news concerning fruits and vege 
tables, which is, of course, significant 
of the vital importance attaching to 
such food as urging the people to hold 
out until the next harvest. 

“The first cauliflower’ is featured 
prominently in the newspapers, which 
state there is every reason to believe 
that the cauliflower is the first har- 
binger of fuller stomachs. The caul- 
flower comes from Holland. The same 
attempt to cheer people is made in wel- 
coming the first arrival of strawberries. 
cherries and gooseberries fh the Berlin 
market. 

‘Despite expert assurances of splendid 
fruit crop prospects, prices of fruit 
which the middle classes must pay are 
still very high,” says one newspaper. 
Obviously the weather man is ‘hot writ- 


ing on the side of Germany, at least so 


far as vital fruits and vegetables are 
concerned.” 

“The continued drought has strongly 
influenced previously favorable pros- 
pects,”"” the Berlin Tageblatt says. 
“There will be put few strawberries, as 
most of them have ripened prematurely. 
Sour cherries will give only a middling 
yield. Sweet cherries, too, have suffer- 
ed greatiy under the heat. It is now 
certain that there will be few plums, 
while the apple crop surely will be only 
half way fair.” 

The great importance of the failure 
of the fruit crop lies in the fact that, as 
last year, the preserving of immense 
quantities of fruit and jam had been 
counted on to refill the strategic food 
reserve. Fruit pam is not only one of 
the modst important staple items of food 
diet in German houses, but the army re- 
quires it in immense quantities as a sub- 
stitute for butter and other missing 
foodstuffs. 

The supply of vegetables, too, on 
which Germany's hopes are largely pin- 
ned for the next few months, is far from 
satisfactory. The imperial bureau for 
fruits and vegetables reports readsurine- 
ly, that prospects are good generally and 
that one can calculate on a rich supply 
of vegetables from the west, but that in 
central Germany the outlook is less

And this young man was but 36 vears old when he be- 
came president of the Krupps of America! Shame on 
you, youth, who say a man must serve in the ranks 
until by long years of experience he is fitted for “‘some- 
thing worth while”! Grace has his employes right at 
his back. You might imagine that a steel mill would 
be black and sooty—nothing esthetic about it. Not 
so the Bethlehem steel works. If you approached 
it today on a tour of inspection you might charge 
your guide with carelessness in taking you to the 
wrong place, for you would probably insist that you 
were approaching some breakfast food factory. Beau- 
tiful flower beds, walks and gardens, sunshine and 
light are intermingled with stéel ingots and coal 
heaps. 

At Bethlehem they follow the Rooseveltian the- 
ory that ‘“‘the world is not a fit place for any of us 
to live in until it is a fit place for all of us to 
live in.” 

Grace is a man of ideas—an empire builder. 
Shortly after his induction into the office of presi- 
dent he announced the company was working on a 
great construction program involving an outlay of 
more than $100,000,000—probably the largest con- 
struction program ever undertaken by a single in- 
dustrial corporation. Building guns for the United 
States military forces ts virtually but a side line 
with the giant company. President Grace himself 
says the company represents 25 component parts 
commercial manufacture, four parts ship building 
and one part ordnance making. | 


Now that the war has come along and the coun- 
try is building steel ships under the direction of 
Major-General Goethals and stocking up in arma- 
ments for the shipment of our completed forces to 
the European battle arena, Grace is the big man 
on the big job. Schwab might eventually be Minister 
of Munitions, but Grace will be the man who “‘deliv- 
ers the goods.” 

It is some job that-he bosses. Get it directly from 


President Grace: 
“4 1914 we employed 23,000 men; now we have 


“Ome 70,000 on our payrolls. In 1915 our payroll was 

22,000,000; in 1917 it is at the rate of $72,000,000 a 
year, or $6,000,000 a month.” 

Not bad for a boy who laid down his textbooks 
to take up a shovel and burrowed his way right up 
into the president’s chair of America’s greatest steel 
industry! 

In his prosperity Grace has not forgotten his fa- 
ther, who stinted himself that his son might se- 
cure a college education. 

Two years ago Capt. Wesley Grace, who is 70 
years old, owned a small home and modest grocery 
store in Goshen, N. J. Today he is a retired capital- 
ist with more than $1,000,000 worth of stocks and 
bonds in the Bethlehem Steel Co. 

The elder Grace thus tells the story of his rise 
to affluence: 

“Eugene came to me a couple of years ago and 
said: ‘Father, you |.ve spent many years of hard- 
ship for me on the sea. I want you to sell your 
grocery store and raise al] the money you can and 
let me invest it for you.’ 

“I didn't know how it would pan out, but I had 
confidence in my son's judgment. I! sold out the 
store and borrowed some cash and gave it all to my 
son. Then I forgot about it. I never even looked at the 
quotations. Then one day Eugene told me that ] was 
worth several hundred thousand dollars. I certainly 
denied myself a good deal to give the boys an educa- 
tion, but I am getting pretty good returns now: 

A brother of Grace, Wesley Grace Jr., ig superintend- 
ent of the Bethlebem yards and one of the steel presi- 
dent's advisers. 

The only big fight that Eugepe G. Grace ever lost was 
his attempt to prevent the United States Government 
from erecting its own armor pliant.

HE four hundred German sailors of the 
crew of the raider Kron Prinz Wilhelmi, 
now interned at Fort McPherson, Atlan- 
ta, Ga., had rather be there than any place 
in the world outside of Germany. 

They say so themselves. They have 

their own movies, their own vegetable 

and flower gardens, their own books and school, their 

own needle-work classes, their own pets, their own gan:e 

of baseball. They are a community in themselves and 
they are reasonably happy. 

In addition to these pleasures, they feel that they 
have “done their bit” in sinking sixteen British ships 
before they were interned. When the war is over—and 
none of them have any idea but that Germany will win 
the war-—-the prize money coming to them will make 
every man comfortable for the rest of his days. 

The only fly in their ointment is the fact that Geor- 
gia is a bone-dry state and they sorely miss their daily 
beer. 

The writer of this story is the Only American news- 
paper man. so far as he knows—who has talked with 
the German sailors, worked beside them day in and day 
out, and obtained from them their ideas on the war and 
the life they are now living. 

The Kron Prinz Wilhelm, you will recall, was a Ham- 
-urg-American liner before the war. It was two days 
out when, on August 3, 1914, it received a wireless mes- 
sage that war was declared. Immediately it began 
operations as a German raider, sinking British 
ships in the Atlantic until the following spring, when it 
slipped into Hampton Roads. There ard at Philadelphia 
the crew was interned until early in the spring of 1917. 

Then 400 members of the 


buildings face the post parade ground and are shaded 
by giant water oaks.

The dpily routine of the Germans 
for the last four months has been 
an eye-opener in German system. 
Their houses are regulated by the 
ringing of a big ship bell, which 
they brought to Atlanta from the 
Kron Prinz Wilhelm. They rise 
early; they drill as they drilled on 
shipboard; they have setting-up ex- 
ercises, classes in the study of 
grammar and arithmetic and drew- 
ing and painting; they work in 
their garden and they have hours of 
recreation. 

It is no uncommon sight to s2e a 
group of them sitting in the shade 
of the winter oaks, stitching away 
at their clothes with ‘sailors’ thim-. 
bles,’”” big leather strips across the 
palm of the hand. They are very careful of their clothes. 
When first transferred to the fort they wore uniforms of 
blue. But when hot weather began these were changed 
to white duck. Each man has only one or two suits of 
duck and he is always alert to keep them from getting 
dirty. To see one of the Germans digging a ditch is 
laughable, so painstaking, almost so feminine, is he tv 
avoid getting his shoes soiled.

The Germans brought a great raft of baggage with 
them. Included in it were a number of pets—dogs, 
birds and cats. Their favorite is a fox terrier which 
they say was captured from a British ship.

Within 
the next few weeks, both of 
these crews—together with 
1800 Germans from Ellis Is- 
land, New York-—will, it is 
reported, be confined in new 
quarters now being con- 
structed for the Germans 
near Fort McPherson. 

It was in the building of 
these new quarters that the 
writer came in close touch 
with the Germans. He got 
a job assisting in the direc- 
tion of the work, and for 
four days he held it, con- 
versing with the sailors and 
watching their movements, 
both at their present quar- 
ters and at the new build- 
ing, where a detail from the 
crews daily was sent to help 
in construction. 

When the Germans first 
were brought to Fort Mc- 
Pherson, they were assigned 
to three red brick buildings 
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The word English or En- 
gland is taboo with them 

“Do you speak English?” 
| asked one of them. 

He shook his head. ‘I 
speak American,’ he replied 
proudly. 

They became versed in 
the language because the 
majority of them were on 
the Kron Prinz when it was 
on the Hamburg-American 
line. They have been in 
many American ports, two 
of them have “served ‘a 
hitch” in the American 
army. Others who do not 
know ‘American’ so well, 
are being taught it in daily 
classes held by the offi- 
cers. 

Because of this familiar- 
ity with things American, 
few of the prisoners hold 
any bitterness against the 
United States. When they 
visited America before the 
war, they naturally mingled 
with their own people, until 
many of them came to look 
upon America as pretty weil 
Germanized. One of them

Further investigation revealed a 
startling familiarity on the part of 
the Germans with the activities of 
the post, where, in addition to 2500 
student officers from three Southern 
states, there is part of the Seven- 
teenth Infantry regulars and a large 
number of raw recruits. 

The German sailors know the num- 
ber of every company in the offi- 
cers’ training corps and they can rece 
ognize each company as it appears on 
the post parade ground. They know 
the regulars and they know the 
names of the officers of the Seven- 
teenth and the name of every officer 
in command of a reserve. officers’ 
company. 

They have a high opinion of the 
progress these reserve officers have 
made since they began to drill over 
two months ago. 

“IT had no idea,” said one German, 
“that the United States could muster 
sO Many men so promptly, or that they would learn so 
quickly. It is beyond comprehension.” 

But this praise does not affect their opinion that 
Germany is certain to win the war. They are as sure 
of it as they are that the sun will rise tomorrow. 

There is one exception.. He is a sailor who got a let 
ter from home recently. 

“My people tell me,” he said, “that Germany has 
plenty of food now. They have more and better things 
to eat than they have had since the war started. We will 
never be starved, but they tell me, too, that {nm six 
months the Socialists will overturn the German empire, 
depose the Kaiser and enforce peace.” 

There is another sailor in the barricade who has not 
heard from his people since the war began. 

“I have a little daughter,” he said, ‘and as I work In 
this garden, I think of my own garden at home in Bre- 
men. It was the thing I was most interested in on my 
trips home before the war. She used to come out in the 
garden and help me. I wonder now if she works In the 
garden and if she thinks of me?” 

This garden of the German sailors is a shining ex- 
ample of kultur. It was constructed by them near the 
new barricade which is not yet finished—over an acre 
in size, the beds laid out so carefully, so regularly that 
they look-like so many squares on a checker board. The 
edge of each bed is beveled like a mirror’s edge. Peas, 
beans, corn—all sorts of vegetables—-are planted. They 
began it late, so that only tomatoes have sprung up so 
far. 

One of the United States soldiers guarding the Ger- 
mans gazed in admiration at the garden and spoke the 
ultimate of his praise. “They sho’ do doll it up!” he 
declared with a grin. 

The Germans by no means depend on the garden for 
their food. This is issued to them by the United 
States Government, but they have their own ship’s fund 
and one of them declared that the ship’s paymaster has 
over $600,000 on deposit in an Atlanta bank. Their 
officers sometimes come to town under guard and they 
buy for the men tobacco, sweets and other trifles. 

Besides the vegetable garden, the sailors have laid 
out flower gardens in front of the new officers’ build- 
ing, separate from the building to be occupied by the 
crew. Officers and men both delight im flowers. At the 
request of Capt. Thierfelder, commander of the Kron 
Prinz Wilhelm, they are allowed to take a daily walk, 
‘*y squads and under guard, for a mile from the fort. 
During the spring months, the Germans would return 
from their stroll loaded down with violets, wild azaleas

FEW days after the bombing raid, which ended 
so disastrously for us, our battalion was 
relieved from duty on the front line and 
the tip we got was that we were to go 
down to the big show then taking place 
on the Somme. Our relief was a division 
of Australians. You see, the sector which 

we had held in Belgium was a sort of preparatory school 
for the regular fighting, over in France. 


It wasn’t long before we got into what you might call 
the big league contest, but, in the meanwhile, we had a 
little rest from battling Fritz and the opportunity to 
observe some things which seem to me to be worth 
telling about. Those of you who are exelusively fond 
of the stirring detail of war, such as shooting and being 
shot at and bombing and bayoneting need only skip a 
little of this. We had an entirely satisfactory amount 
of smoke and excitement later. 


As soon as our relief battalion got in we moved back 
to Poperinghe’for a couple of days’ rest. We were a 
pretty contented, jovial lot—our platoon especially. We 
were all glad to get away from the strain of holding a 
front trench, and there were other advantages. For 
instance, the alterations of our muster due to casual- 
ties had not come through battalion headquarters and, 
therefore, we had, in our platoon, 63 rum rations, night 
and morning, and only 16 men. There was a Canadiaaz 
Scot in our crowd who said that the only word which 
described the situation was ‘g-r-r-r-a-nd’’! 

There was a good deal of jealousy at that time be- 
tween the Canadians and the Australians. Each had 
the same force in the field—four divisions. Either force 
was bigger than any other army composed exclusively 
of volunteers ever before assembled. While I belong to 
the Canadian army and believe the Canadian overseas 
forces the finest troops ever led to war, I must say 
that I have never seen a body of men so magnificent in 
average physique as the Australians. And some of them 


the German line. That is well known now. While we 
were being trained near Calais for open warfare, a very 
large force of cavalry was being assembled and pre- 
pared for the same purpose. It was never used. 

That was last August, and the allies haven’t broken 
through yet. Eventually I believe they will break 
through, but, in my opinion, men who are waiting now 
to find out if they are to be drawn for service in the first 
half million of our new American army will be vet- 
erans in Europe before the big break comes, which will 
wreck the Prussian hope of success in this war. And if 
we of the United States of America don’t throw in the 
weight to beat the Prussians now, they will not be beat- 
en, and, in that case, the day will not be very fa» dis- 
tant when we will have to beat them to save our homes 
and our nation. War is a dreadful and inglorious and 
ill-smetling and cruel thing. ut if we hold back now 


were even above the high average. The man that punched . 


me in the eyes in an “estamina” in Poperinghe made up 
entirely in his own person for the absence of Les Darcy 
from the Australian ranks. I don’t know just how the 
fight started between the Australians and us, in Poper- 
inghe, but I know that it took three regiments of im- 
perial troops to stop it. The most convincing story I 
heard of the origin of the battle was told me by one of 
our men, who said he was there when it began. He said 
one of the Australians had carelessly remarked that the 
British Generals had decided it was time to get through 
with the sideshow in Belgium and this was the reason 
why they had sent regular troops like the Australians in 
to relieve the Canadians. 

Then some sensitive Canadian wished the Australians 
luck and hoped they'd finish it up as well as they had 
the affair at the Dardanelles. After that, our two days’ 
rest was made up principally of beating it out of esta- 
minas when strategic réquirements suggested a new 
base, or beating it into estaminas where it looked as if 
we could act as efficient reinforcements. That fight 
never stopped for 48 hours, and the only places it didn’t 
include were the church and the hospitals. I'll bet, to 
this day, that the Belgians who run the estaminas in 
Poperinghe will duck behind the bars if you just men- 
tion Canada and Australia in the same breath. 


But I'm bound to say that it was 
good, clean fighting. Nobody fired a 
shot, nobody pulled a bayonet and no- 
body got the wrong idea about any- 
thing. The Australian heavyweight 
champion who landed on me went 
right out and saluted one of our Lieu- 
tenants. We had just one satisfying re- 
‘flection after the fight was over. The 
Australian battalion that relieved us 
fell heir to the counter attack which 
the Germans sent across to even up on 
our bombing raid.

We began our march to the Somme 
by a hike to St. Omer, the first British 
headquarters in Europe. Then we 
stopped for a week about 20 miles back 
from Calais, where we underwent a 
course of intensified training for open 
fighting. The infantry tactics, in which 
we were drilled, were very similar to 
those of the United States army— 
those which, in fact, were originated 
by the United States troops in the 
days of Indian fighting. We covered 
most of the ground-around Calais on 
our stomachs in open order. While it 
may seem impertinent for me, a mere 
20ncom to express an opinion about the 
larger affairs of the campaign, I think 
I may be excused for saying that the 
war didn't take at all the course which

self. He made one realize what a great personal force 
a doctor can be and what an unnecessary and over- 
wrought elaboration there is in the civil practice of 
medicine. : 

Under Maj. Gilday’s administration, no man in our 
battalion was sick if he could walk, and, if he couldn’t 
walk there was a reasonable suspicion that he was 
arunk. The Major simplified medicine down to an exact 
science of two forms of treatment and two remedies: 
“No. Nines” and whale oil. No. Nines were pale, oval 
pills, which, if they had been eggs, would have run about 
eight to an omelet for six persons. They had an in- 
ternal effect which could only be defined as dynamic. 
After our men had become acquainted with them 
through personal experience they stopped calling them 
“No. Nines” and called them ‘“‘whiz-bangs.” There were 
only two possibilities of error under Maj. Gilday’s sys- 
tem of simplified medicine. One was to take a “whiz- 
bang” for trench feet and the other to use whale oil ex- 
ternally for some form of digestional hesitancy. And, in 
either case, no permanent harm could result, while the 
error was as simple of correction as the command “about 
face.” Blighty was, therefore, not very popular with 
our battalion, bitghty being the trench name jor the 
hospital. 

Two weeks and a half after we left Belgium we arrived 
at Albert, having marched all the way. The sight which 
met our eyes as we rounded the rock quarry hill, outside 
of Albert, was wonderful beyond description. I remem- 
ber how tremendously it impressed my pal, Macfarlane. 
He sat by the roadside and looked round over the land- 
scape as if he were fascinated. 

“Bo, " said he, “we're at the big show, at last.” 

Poot fellow! It was not only the big show, but the 
last performance for him. Within sight of the spot where 
we sat, wondering, he later fell in action and died. The 
scene which so impressed him gave us all a feeling of 
great awe. Great shells from a thousand guns were 
streaking and criss-crossing the sky. Without glasses I 
counted 39 of our observation balloons. Away off in 
the distance I saw one German captive balloon. The 
other aircraft were uncountable. They were every- 
where, apparently in hundreds. There could have been 
no more wonderful panorama picture of war in its new 
aspect. 

Our battalion was in and out of the town of Albert, 
several days, waiting for orders. The battle of Cour- 
celette was then in progress, and the First, Second and . 
Third Canadian divisions were holding front positions 
at terrible cost. Im the first part of October, 1916, we 
“went in,” opposite the famous Regina trench. The 
battleground was just miles and miles of debris and shell 
holes. Before we went to our position the officers and 
noncoms. were taken in by scouts to get the lay of the

we will be in the logical position of a man hesitating to 
go to grips with a drunken, savage, shrieking, spewing 
maniac, who has all but whipped his proper keepers and 
is going after the onlooker. However, I wish we had had 
two months more of weather on the Somme. There 
might have been a different story to tell. 

We got drafts of recruits before we went on to the 
Somme, and some of our wounded men were sent back 
to England, where we had left our ‘“Safety-first’” Battal- 
ion. That was really the Fifty-first Battalion of the 
Fourth Division of the Canadian forces, composed of the 
physically rejected, men recovering from wounds and 
men injured in training. The Tommies, however, called 
it the “Safety-first’ or “Maj. Gilday’s Light Infantry.’ 
Maj. Gilday was our battalion surgeon. He was im- 
mensely popular and he achieved a great name for him- 
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of them I went through the town of Poizers twice atid 
didn’t know #t. It had a population of 12,000 before the 
war. On the spot where it had stood not even a whole 
brick was left, it seemed. Its demolition was complete. 
That was an example of the condition of the whole coun- 
try over which our forces had their way for 10 
miles, since the previous July. ere were not even 
landmarks left. , 

On the night when we went in to inspect the positions 
we were to hold, our scouts, leading us through the 
flat desert of destruction, got completely turned ‘round 
and took us back through a trench composed of shell 
holes, connected up, until we ran into a battalion of 
another brigade. The place was dreadful beyond words. 
The stench of the dead was sickening. In many places 
arms and legs of dead men stuck out of the trench 
walls. 

We made a fresh start, after our blunder, moving in 
single file and keeping in touch each with the man ahead 
of him. We stumbled along in the darkness through this 

awful labyrinth until we ran into’ 
some of our own scouts at 2 a. m. and 
found that we were half-across No 
Man's Land, several hundred yards 
beyond our front line and likely to 
be utterly wiped out in 20 seconds 
should the Germans sight us. Fine 
guides we had on this ‘“‘Cook’s tour.” 
At iast we reached our proper posi- 
tion and 15 minutes after we got 
there a whiz-bang, a slow-explosive 
murderer, buried me completely. 
They ha@to dig me out. A few min- 
utes later a high-explosive shell fell 
in a trench section where three or 
our men were stationed. All we coulc 
find after it exploded were one arm 
and one leg, which we buried. The 
trenches were without trench mats 
and the mud was from six inches ti 
three feet deep all through them, 
There were no dugouts, only merely 
miserable “funk holes,” dug wiere it | 
was possible to dig them without un-— 
covering dead men. We remained in 
this position four days, from Oct. 17 
to Oct. 21, 1916. 

There were reasons, of course, for 
the difference between conditions in 
Belgium and one the Somme. On the 
Somme we were constantly preparing 
for a new advance, and we were only 
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Photesrash of the famous painting. Here can be noted at a glance some of the criticisms of the 


$100,000 picture made by art critics who were called to testify in the trial. 


HE shades—if there is such a thing as a 
shade—of Ozias Humphry and George 
Romney, eighteenth century painters 
and close personal friends, are doubt- 
less chuckling—if shades ever chuckle 
—over the amusing affair of the picture 
of the Sisters Waldegrave, which has 
just been decided in a British court. 

From the multitude of art critics who were sum- 
moned to testify there were a humber who expressed 
their profound conviction that the portrait was a 
Romney; others as solemnly asseverated that it was 
the work of Ozias Humphry, while still others de- 
clared that both artists had had a hand in it and 
pointed out characteristics of each in the painting 
in support of their contention. But Henry E. Hunt- 
ington, American railroad man and art collector, to 
whom it was sold as a Romney, has his $100,000 back, 
the Wational Gallery has the portrait and everybody 
is satisfied. The world probably will never know 
which of the three opihions of the critics is correct; 
the only thing the art lover may do is to look the pic- 
ture oyer and take his choice. 

A rough, almost crude sketch, signed with the ini- 
tials “O. H.,” which opportunely turned up after it 
had been hidden in a missing collection of Humph- 
ry’s works for upwards of a century, was the bit of 
evidence which confounded the proponents of Rom- 
ney and caused the trial to come to a sudden conclu- 
sion after it had been conducted with more or less 
gaiety for a week. The sketch indubitably was by 
Humphry, and so close a resemblance does it bear 
to the finished portrait that there remained nothing 
for the Court to do but hand down the opinion that 
this sketch was the model from which: the portrait 
was made and that inasmuch as the sketch was by 
ffumphrey it followed that the painting was his work, 
too. 

The picture was purchased by Mr. Huntington from 
a firm of London art dealers, who wefe absolved from 
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a 
misrepresentatfon because they themselves believed 
the picture to be a Romney. It developed at the trial 
that the painting probably was part of the estate of 
the artist bequeathed to his son, Mr. Upcott, and sold 
by him. The records of this sale show that at that 
time the portrait brought less than $15. The picture 
then lapsed into a long obscurity. When the defend- 
ants in the Huntington suit acquired it it was cata- 
logued as a “Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds” and they testified that 
they bought it “cheaply.” 
After it had been in their pos- 
session for a time they dis- 
covered the name “Romney” 
on a plaque attached to the 
frame and hence their convic- 
tion that it was a Romney. 


Mr. Huntington brought the 
Sisters Waldegrave—Mrs. Sid- 
dons, the famous tragic act- 
ress, and her sister, Fanny 
Kemble—to America and ex- 
hibited it at the Metropolitan 
Club. The authenticity of the 
painting was first questioned 
by an American journalist. 
This was sufficient to unset- 
tle the faith of Mr. Hunting- 
ton in his purchase and he 
accordingly returned the can- 
vas to the London dealers and 
brought suit. 

Dr. G. C. Williamson, a well- 
known English art critic, re-

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when a somewhat dramatic scene 0oc- 

curred in Sotheby’s salesrooms in 

London. 

William Upcott, the son of Ozias 
Humphry, had died the previous 
year. By his will he had bequeathed 
to Charles. Turner, a friend, a quantity 
of unfinished sketthes on ivory, vel- 
lum and paper, executed by Hum- 
phry, for miniatures and pictures. 
But the will was so complicated and 
contained so Many erasures and cor- 
rections that the executors did pot 
feel that they were able to carry out 
its provisions and decided to sell the 
effects. 

Turner, accompanied by “two men 
of law,” appeared in the rooms on the 
day of the sale and forcibly took pos- 
session of the miniatures and draw- 
ings, stuffing them into his pockets. 
Despite objections and protests he de- 
parted with a great part of his prop- 
erty and defied the executors to take 
what action they pleased. The affair 
later was settled by the withdrawing 
of the lots to which the property be- 
longed from the sale and the pay- 
ment by Mr. Turner to the executors 
of 90 pounds sterling. 

Nothing was heard of the drawings 
for a long time. They were removed 
to Mr. Turner’s house in Scotland, 
where they were deposited in a strong 
room and there remained for a long” 
period, 

In 1865 Mr. Turner consented to 
lend some of them to an exhibition in 
South Kensington Museum, but only 
on the understanding that nothing 
should be said about the persons rep- 
resented in the miniatures and no list 
should be made of them in the cata- 
logue. In 1904, when Dr. Williamson 
was preparing a book on portrait min- 
iatures, he did his best to find this 

“missing collection, but without suc- 
cess. Some years later he renewed 
his attempts, and this time the 
whereabouts of the collection, a re- 
mote district in the extreme north of 

Scotland, became known. 

The collection, however, was not 
complete. Several things which had 
appeared in Sotheby’s catalogue in 
1846 were missing, mainly sketches in 
color and wash, and pen and ink, on 

paper. Mr. Turner had given away, 
apparently, many of what he deemed 
the less important drawings on paper. 

Most of the sketch books had come 

into the possession of the British Mu- 
seum, a few into private hands, but 
the bulk of the papers and letters, to- 

géther with many fine proofs of prints after Hum- 
phry’s work, came to the Royal Academy, and there 
remained practically unnoticed for 30’or 40 years. 

It was in the collection in the Royal Academy that 
Mr. Williamson discovered the sketch which settled 
the Huntington case. He had been asked when the 
suit was started to give evidence in favor of the pic- 
ture being a Romney, but had declined on the ground 
that he did not claim to be 
an authority on Romney; 
in fact, did not have much 
knowledge of his work. To- 
ward the close of the trial he 
again was besought to testify, 
and did so, having in the 
meantime discovered. also an 
important photograph of the 
sketch. 

While there is no doubt in 
Mr. Williamson’s mind that 
the sketch represents the pic- 
ture, he is one of the experts 
who believe that the painting 
is by both Humphry and 
Romney. He points out that 
the drawing differs in one 
marked respect from the pic- 
ture, in that Humphry has 
drawn the right arm of the 
woman at the left as held up 
to her face. As the arrange- 
ment is an awkward one, he 
suggests that Romney—he 
often traveled with Humphry

young men with a tagta for the 
salt seas and a desire to serve your 
eountry. The American merchant ma- 
rine is calling to you. It needs hun- 
dreds of captains and masters and en- 
gineers for the thousands of ships that 
are being built or are about to be 
built by the United States Shipping Board to over- 
whelm the submarine menace, It is more than duty 
that is calling in this case; it is opportunity. 

The American merchant marine is bound to grow as 
the war goes. on and there is every reason to believe 
that the American flag will be a common sight in 
the ports of the world forever after. Here is an op- 
portunity for the youth of the cou.try to get into a 
profession that is honorable and proiitable and has 
enough of the spirit of adventure in it to keep up the 
joy of living. 

“Within 18 months,” writes Chairman William 
Denman of the Shipping Board, “we will need 
5000 additional engineers in all grades. To start 
in training those not qualified to secure Unit- 
ed States inspection papers the Government is 
opening a chain of free schools in marine en- 
gineering at some of the best-known technical 
collegs in the country. 

“There are also needed for the merchant ma- 
rine 5000 captains and mates. Candidates for 
this service may obtain free preliminary train- 
ing in navigation at Govern- 

‘ment schools being established 
on the Atlantic, Pacific and 
Gulf coasts.” 

One of the first of the free 
schools was established at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology at Boston and one 
is soon to be established at 
Washington University in St. 
Louis for the training of engi- 
neers. For captains and mates 
in this district the nearest 
school will probably be Gal- 
veston, Tex. 

It has been estimated thata 
bright young man with ‘a gen- 
eral knowledge of seamanship 
or mechanics can learn in six 
weeks of intensive training the 
fundamentals necessary to be- 
come a first or second mate or 
a first assistant engineer. 

Prior to the opening of the 
war Germany had eight school 
ships for the training of offi- 
cers for her merchant marine; 
Great Britain had 18; Japan 
has three, one of them, the Ta- 
seir Maru, the most efficient 
nautical school ship in the 
world, with all three fitted to 
make voyages to anw part of 
the world. Brazil, Belgium, Pe- 
ru, Argentina and Chile all have 
training school ships superior to anything offered in 
the United States, which at present has only two 
nautical school ships, the Ranger in Boston and the 
Newport in New York. Both these ships are small, 
but in spite of their inadequacy for the purpose, have 
made long voyages such as are considered necessary 
to give boys practical training in ship work.

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Merchant marine cadets of today are taught mwui.- 
things that the apprentice. boy of America’s eariy 
maritime days never dreamed of. There are many 
different types of engines, includmg the newer internal 
combustion Diesel types, wireless telegraphy, subma- 
rine signaling, ship administration, and the business 
side of commanding a ship, such as invoices, port 
clearances, health certificates, consular vises and 
many other things. Regular liners do not have these 
details, as a rule, because the local port agent for the 
line looks after them, but a tramp steamer, so-called, 
one that accepts a charter to go anywhere that she 
can carry a cargo, has all these things on her hands 
at times, even though at some ports the consignee 
of the cargo looks after many details. 

The larger the steamer the more officers required. 
Master, first and second officer, and sometimes third 
mate, pursers, quartermasters, chief engineer, as- 
sistent engineers are among the berths open to train- 
ing schoo! graduates. 


Taking the school ship Ranger, for example. Life 
during the winter term is necessarily one of routine. 
The food is good, wholesome and plentiful. Regular 
classes are held in seamanship, navigation, engineer- 
ing, electricity, mathematics, English and hygiene. 
A modified form of military routine and instruction 
in small arms is included in the general organiza- 
tion. 

The work in seamanship includes toe handling of 
ground tackle, chain anchors, etc., steering of steam- 
ers, windlasses, capstan, handling of steamers along- 
side of dock, stranding, rescuing man overboard, 
rescuing crew of a wreck, towing, handling of boats 
in surf and alongside ship; carrying out anchors, 
mooring ship, clearing hawser and: fouled anchor; 
docking, tonnages, plimsoll marks, laws of storms; 
weather predictions, barometer readings, handling 
steamers in heavy weather, rules of the road, ma- 
neuvering to avoid collision, pilotage in fog, stowing 
of cargo, ship’s papers, duties of watch officers at 
sea and in port, international flag signals, ship's 
plans, inclining experiment, curves of stability, speed 
and immersion, international laws affecting merchant 
vessels and their cargoes, right of search and seizure. 

In navigation the work includes definitions relat- 
ing to navigation, instruments and accessories in nav- 
igation, the compass error, piloting, the sailings, dead 
reckoning, definitions relating to nautical astronomy 
and the instruments employed, time and the nautical 
almanac, correcting of observed altitudes, the chro- 
nometer error, latitude, longitude, the azimuth, the 
summer line, practice of navigation at sea, tides and 
ocean currents. 

The engineering classes include practical work in 
running of engines and pumps, with adjustment of 
parts, repairs, pipe fitting, care of boilers, firing and 
maintaining steam, methods of reducing saturation of 
water in the boilers and preventing deposits of scale, 
circulation of water in the boilers, use of distillers and 
evaporators and auxiliary engines, together with me- 
chanics, electricity, magnetism, light and heat, work- 
ing in iron, wiring for lights, running a dynamo and 
care of a marine electric plant. 

Mathematics include algebra, geometry and trig- 
onometry. Wireless instruction is given to those who 
demonstrate aptitude. ; 

The course covers two years, at which time the cadet 
is graduated and given a certificate. Usually there 
is a place open to him as junior officer on some ves- 
sel in either the navigating or engineering depart- 
ments. The demand for cadets is greater than the 
supply. 

The summer term lasts from early in April to Sep 
tember, the course of instruction consisting of prac- 
tical work in. seamanship, navigation, engineering and . 
electricity.. The summer cruise is made in such wa- 
ters, at home or abroad, as the Board of Commission- 
ers may direct. Last year the Ranger made an off- 
shore cruise, from Boston as far as St. Thomas 
and return, stopping at ports all alone down the At-

“And entirely a St. Louis institution,” 

someone will add, proudly, and with 

justification. For this organization of St. Louis women, 

working to conserve the nation’s food supply, to the end 

that the war may be prosecuted most siccessfully, has 

received the indorsement of the National Council of 

Defense and Herbert C. Hoover, the man whose work 

in Belgium has made him the logical candidate for 

Food Director of this nation, now that the tnited States 
bas entered the lists against Germany. 

The Women’s Central Committee on Food Conserva- 
tion, which is affiliated with the Federal Committee on 
Food Production and Conservation for Missouri, has 
only been in existence for three months, but it already 
has attracted nation-wide attention. Mrs. George Gell- 
horn, chairman of the Executive Committee, has re- 
ceived many invitations to come to other cities and ex- 
plain to them what the St. Louis Women are doing.  Shé 
and the women working with her are much distressed 
that up to the present she has been unable to accept any 
of them. The need for her services here and that of 
her associates of the committee is too urgent at present 
to permit of their absence from St. Louis, even for a 
day, for the committee's headquarters just now is one 
of the busiest places in all St. Louis. 

Before taking up the subject of what these women are 
doing in the cause of food conservation in Missouri there 
should be told the story of how their organization came 
into being. It will be re- 
called that on April 17 the 
Hon. Carl Vrooman, Assistan: 
Secretary of the Department 
of Agriculture, delivered an 
address in St. Louis in which 
he exhorted the people to 
‘‘nlant food, and more food, 
and still more food, so that 
our people may not go hun-* 
gry; so that our soldiers may 
not go hungry; so that our 
allies across the sea may not 
go hungry.” He pointed out 
that in England there was nwt 
a single line of activity, save 
fighting in the trenches, that 
the women were not perform- 
ing for their country with the 
same valor and heroism as 
the men. “Are the women of this country going to be 
backward?” he asked. 

The speech made a profound impression. Mr. Vrooman 
appealed to the Chamber of Commerce to organize a 
committee to carry on work along the lines of food con- 
servation, and it was immediately done. The committee 
sét to work at once, but it soon discovered that it had 
taken upon its shoulders too large a contract. The mem- 
bers were business men; they were able to devote but a 
portion of their time to the work and it took only a few 
days for them to realize that the burden had to be shift- 
ed. They appealed to the women and they responded 
with the same alacrity as had the men following Mr. 
Vrooman’s visit. 

In exactly eight days after the Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture had delivered his speech, the women were or- 
ganized and ready to begin work. The first thing they 
did was to print a circular containing President Wilson's 
proclamation to the farmers and extracts from addresses 
delivered heré by Secretary of Agriculture Houston and 
Mr. Vrooman, direction on raising’ a war crop by F. B.. 
Mumford, dean of the College of Agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri and a message to the farmers from 
the agricultural extension service of the University ef 
Missouri. These pamphlets were mailed to every farmer 
in Missouri. 

The Bell Telephone Co. co-operated with the women 
to the extent of calling up every farmer on their lines 
in the State and notifying them that they would re- 
ceive the pamphlet and adjuring them to read it care- 
fully. They also were told that they would receive 
other literature from the committee from time to time. 

The women next started an intensive urban campaign 
of education. They started a Normal School of Food Con- 
servation, which opened Monday, May 14, and continued 
daily for more than a week in the auditorium of the St. 
Louis Medical] Society. To a class of more than 300 per- 
sons lectures were given on a variety of subjects. ger- 
mane to conservation, including the responsibility of 
women in buying, substitution and adulteration, dietaries 
for various classes of people, food values and practical 
demonstration were given in canning, home 
home packing of eggs and other foodstuffs. Instruction 
was also given in the preparation of emergency reevipes, 
such as war bread, meatless soups, etc. 

Simultaneously another normal school, which had an 
attendance of about 150, was held at Mary Institute and 
a third in Webster Groves. All were highly successful. 
From these schools others ramified to all parts of the 
city. At present food conservation classes are being

held in 52 ‘ward schools in St. Louis, the teachers hav- 
ing been recruited from those who attended the original 
normal schools. In passing, it might be said that the 
normal schools were the first thing of the kind ever 
held in the United States. 

Having already lined up the farmers, the women bom- 
barded them from another angle. They prepared a cir- 
cular letter addressed to the farmers of St. Louis County, 
to whom they appealed to help save the products of their 
farms that might otherwise be left in the field or the 
orchard to rot. 

“If you will just tell us that you will save the veg- 
etables or fruits of this kind we will come out to your 
farm in automobiles, gather everything up and bring it 
to the city, where we will preserve and can it to feed to 
our soldiers next winter,’ the letter said. A return post- 
card was inclosed, and in addition a letter signed by 
Postmaster Selph and addressed to Postmasters, asking 
them to have their rural carriers place one of the 
circular, jetters in the mail box of every postal patron 
on their routes.

quarters of the committee more than 500 automobiles and 
18 motor trucks are registered for the service. 

The thrift garden movement, evidence of which is to 
be seen in all parts of St. Louis, also is carried on under 
the direction of the committee. Then there is conduct- 
ed the midsummer goodfellow movement, through which 
surplus foodstuff is distributed. to the poor. And an 
institution of which the committee is especially proud is

given in some amazing figures on the reduction of: the 
amount of garbage disposed of in St. Louis in the months 
of April and May. In April last year the garbage ccl- 
lected in St. Louis amounted to 2849 tons; in the same 
month this year it was 2269 tons, or a saving of 58 tona, 
In May, 1916, the collections amounted to 3997 tons.; im 
May of this year 2794 tons, or a saving of 1203 tons. The 
total saving for the two months was 1783 tons. 


Direct contact with the homes is obtained by the die 
tribution of bulletins on food conservation, of which four 
have been issued up to the present time. They orig- 
inally were prepared by the Woman's Suffrage Party of 
Cleveland and have been passed on here because of 
their value in containing many helpful hints in the 
matter of food economy. 


“How to Lower the Meat Bill,” says a caption on one 
of the bulletins. Then it is expiained that the best way 
to lower the meat bill is to-eat less meat, and that the 
next best way is to eat cheaper meat. 


“The cheaper cuts of meat are just as nourishing as the 
expensive cuts,’”’ the housewife is told. “Long, slow 
cooking will make the tougher cuts tender and deli- 
cious.” Then sample recipes are given, with instruc 
tions on how to cook the cheaper cuts, how to make 
meat ‘‘go farther” and how to use left-overs. Fish, it is 
pointed out, contains as much food material as meat, 
Americans are enjoined to quit the “fish-on-Friday” 
habit, because fish is just as good on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays as on Friday. 

Fish is listed as one of the cheaper substitutes fot 
meat and others are eggs and cheese, which contain the 
same flesh-building elements as lean meat. “A given 
amount of money,” one of the bulletins says, ‘will buy 
twice as much food value if spent for cheese as it will if 
spent for beef.’ It then goes on to extol the merits of 
cottage cheese, a pound of which is equal in food value 
to a pound of meat, It is not only cheap in the market, 
but can be made in the home from accumulations of sour 
milk and cream. 

Stress is laid upon the value of nuts, especially the pea- 
nut, which is high in nutritive value. Dried peas, beans 
and lentils, it is declared, are richer in flesh-building 
material than any other vegetable and also can be used 
in place of meat. 

If substitutes for potatoes are desired, it is pointed 
out that all cereals contain starch, the chief ingredient of 
potatoes, and that rice is the best cereal to use. Oatmeal 
and cornmeal, hominy, macaroni, spaghetti and noodles 
also are recommended in the place of potatoes, which 
just now are so dear. There are some dishes which take 
the place of both meat and potatoes, among them being 
any cereal or macaroni or spaghetti combined with 
cheese, pork and beans and cheese with plenty of bread 
and butter. 

“The Soup Pot Versus the 
Garbage Can” is another at- 
tractive caption on one of the 
bulletins. 

“What do you do with your 
potato parings?”’ the house- 
wife is asked. “What do you 
do with ends of carrots, rad- 
ish tops or the outside leaves 
of cauliflower, cabbage and 
lettuce? What do you do with 
pea and bean pods, the vege- 
tables left over in the bottom 
of the vegetable dish and the 
scraping of the cereal coox- 
er? What do you do with 
scraps of meat and bits of 
gravy? 

“They all make excellent 
soup. Save them, and put 
them together. Save the bones and trimmings of meat. 
Sometimes it turns out to be a vegetable soup, and some- 
times it is a good meat soup. ‘ 

“The water in which vegetables have been cooked can 
be used for soup and gives it a pleasant flavor. The wa- 
ter in which rice has been cooked has a good deal-of 
nutrition in it from the rice and should not be thrown 
away, but used in making soup.” :

where the surplus supplies which they obtain from the 
farmers are put into preserved form for future consump- 
tion by soldiers.

One of the subcommitttees of the committee is that on 
legislative regulation. The duties of the members are 
to list municipal, State and Federal laws directly or 
indirectly concerned with food and ascertain whether 
or not such laws are being kept. They also follow pend- 
ing laws with a view of determining whether or not the 
committee should work for their passage. 

Concrete evidence of what the women have accom- 
plished to date in the way of elimination of waste is 
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The thrift garden movement forms a part of 
the Committee's activities. 
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frying bacon and sausage and the fat from the soup 
kettle should be saved. They can not only be used for 
frying, but for making pie crust and biscuit dough. Then, 
too, it can be made into soap, the use to which our grand- 
mothers used to put it. 

The latest bulletin sent out by the committee contains 
valuable instructions on how to store vegetables in the 
cellar, how to keep vegetables and fruit by canning, how 
to preserve eggs and a warning not to hoard food. But 
perhaps the most unique piece of literature among that 
which has been sent out is a list of dietaries for six days 
for a family of six persons to cost only $1 per day. 
They were prepared by Mrs. F. W. Shipley, chairman of 
the Committee on Dietaries. 

Circulars inviting the housewives of St. Louis to at- 
tend the food conservation classes in the public schools 
have been sent broadcast through the city. “Women of 
St. Louis, Your Country Needs You!” it says, and there 
follow a number of pertinent sentences designed to 
make the reader think. Here are some of them: 

The world’s greatest need is food. 

America must meet this need, because at present Amer- 
ica is the richest country in the world. 

Women are largely responsible for America’s food 
waste. 

This is your chance to do YOUR bit. 

About 1800 St. Louis women are now engaged in this 
work of food conservation. They are under the direc- 
tion of an Executive Committee, which consists of Mrs. 
Gellhorn, chairman; Mrs. George A. Bass, vice chairman: 
Miss I. M. Bohannon, secretary; Mrs. John G. Thomson, 
treasurer; Mrs. W. R. Chivvis, auditor; Mrs Luther Ely 
Smith, chairman of finance; Mrs. Eugene T. Senseney, 
chairman of education; Mrs. E. M. Grossman, chairman 
of legislative regulation, and Mrs. G. V. R. Mechin, chair- 
man of economics. 

All of the women are working without tompensation.”

The other reason is that they will no longer sea 


principal recreations of the Germans is moving . 
pictures, and their ingenuity for inventing a 
motion picture machine is another startling ex- 

ample of German kultur. Out of a sewing machine, 

a clock and a bicycle they built it; and three times ~ 
a week they show movies in the barracks build- 

ing. The films are furnished by the army Y. M. 

C. A., but the machine itself is a marvel. 


In explanation of its creation it night be said 
that among the 400 sailors are men of all pro- 
fessions. The officers are university men almost 
without exception, while the sailors are mechanics, 
engineers, doctors, carpenters, cooks — almot 
every trade and profession you can think of. 


The materials that went to make the machine— 
in fact, nearly all the Germans’ possessions—came 
from English ships captured by the Kron Prinz 
Wilhelm. The bicycle bore the legend, “made in 
London,” while half the sailors have kodaks 
which they claim were part of their piratical plun- 
der from British vessels. 

Another popular amusement with the sailors is 
baseball. They never knew the game until they 
were interned at the fort, but from their vantage 
point in front of the parade ground, they can watch 
the American soldiers playing it every afternoon 
on the post diamond. 

Soon after these games began Capt. Thierfelder 
made a request for a complete qutfit for his men. 
The Germans furnished the money and the outfit 
was provided—bats, balls, mitts, a mask, a chest 
protector and gloves. 

Now you can see them every day, behind their 
barricade, knocking fungoes, tossing the ball back 
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the review of troops, “retreat” every evening and 
other activities on the post parade ground. At first 
the Germans stood at attention when “The Star- 
Spangied Banner” was played at “retreat.” That 
was before Germany and the United States were 
at war. Now they no longer salute Old Glory. 


The sailors say that they will miss the troop re- 
views sadly. They have seen the officers’ reserve 
corps reviewed by Gen. Leonard A. Wood, by the 
Italian commission, by the Governor of Georgia 
and by other officials. And you can be sure that 
they knew who was doing the reviewing. On 
the day. the Italian commission visited Atlanta 
there was not a sailor behind the barricade that 
did not know the man in white uniform was Sig- 
nor Marconi. 

The sailors, like nearly all of their race, are 
great singers. Their favorite song at the post is 
“Ach! Du Lieber Augustine!” It can be heard 
any day during the bours off. But they never sing, 
as negroes do, while they work. 

Their chief drink ‘is ice-cold water, but they are 
learning rapidly the American habit of bottled 
soda. 

When the crew of the Kron Prinz Wilhelm first 
came to Atlanta, Capt. Thierfelder made a peculiar 
request. He asked for four pounds of rye bread a 
day for each man. 

The commanding officer at the post Was amazed. 

“How can one man eat four pounds of rye bread 
a day?” he asked. 

An investigation revealed that from the rye 
bread the Germans were planning to brew their 
own beer. 

The request was denied.

it is reasonable to suppose that Romney himself took 
the palette and brushes and painted the outstretched 
arm and part of the drapery of each figure. These 
parts of the picture are declared to be exceedingly 
like Romney’s work. 

The trial has resulted in the picture deriving an 
added interest from the fact that it is one of the very 
few eighteenth century portraits for which original 
drawings can be produced. 


The artists and critics who gave their expert testt- 
mony in the case digressed to record their serious ob- 
jection to parts of the picture and were unsparing in 
their criticism of the mechanical aspeets of it. For 
instance, it was declared that the mouths in both fig: 
ures were “skimpy.” The hand of the figure at the left 
was declared to be fat and shapeless and thé arm was 
described as a “leg of mutton.” Quite the most original 
objection was to the draperies on the arm, which looked 
to the critic like “burst tires of a bicycle hanging on 
a peg.” 

The clasped hands of the women was declared to be 
“absurd and idiotic,’ while the feet of both figures 
were declared to be extraordinarily out of scale. The 
figure on the left seems to have been the chief cause of 
criticism, for still another critic wanted to know “which 
leg is she standing on?” The chief objeetion to the 
other figure seemed to be that there was no bope in the 
wrist which she is resting on her hip. 

Gne of the chief figures of the trial was Sir William 
Redmond, famous art critic, who heroically declared 
that “if God Almighty told him that it had not been 


painted by Romney he would have to contradict him.” 
A. L. Baldry, painter and art critic, believed it was a 
Romney, because in the picture was bad drawing char- 
acteristic of that painter. He caused laughter when he 
said that the extended right arm must have been at- 
tached to the left shoulder blade and that the arm was 
about half the length that it ought to be. The witness 
added that he thought Ozias Humphry drew far too 
well to be guilty of the many errors of @raftmanship in 
the disputed work. 

At the conclusion of the trial, the London Times had 
the following caustic comment to make: 

“The extreme confidence with which a number of wit- 
nesses who have devoted years to the study of art, and 
more particularly to the study of Romney, were ready 
to affirm that Humphry’s work is, past question, an 
original Romney, is nothing new. The fallibility of ex- 
pert judgment in matters of art has long been notorious, 
and a single mistake, however serious, need not neces- 
sarily cast discredit on the skill of those who make it. 
The experts who blundered in this instance may feel a 
little sore. But there is balm in Gilead. They have 
erred, indeed, but to find consolation they have only to 
recall the history of the bust by Richard Lucas, with 
two square yards of British quilting materia] in its in- 
side, that Dr. Bode bought as a Leonardo da Vinci for 
the Kaiser Friedrich Museum in 1908. The Prussian 
House of Lords, it will be remembered, afterward af- 
firmed by vote, in the teeth of the evidence, that the 
English artist’s work, stuffing, presumably, and all—is, 
and remains a Leonardo. The lesson for experts from

positive in stating them. Purchasers who overhastily 
rely upon .individual expert’s opinions must expect now 
and then to find that they have paid tens of thousands 
of pounds for what is worth but a few hundreds. It is 
not always possible to obtain positive proof that the 
goods delivered are by no means the goods which they 
thonght that they had bought, and which they had 
proudly exhibited to their brother millionaires as 
examples of their good fortune and their cultivated 
taste. It is thought that not a few prefer to pocket the 
loss rather than confess that they have paid the price 
of genuine old masters for copies, ‘fakes,’ or works by in- 
ferior artists. This want of moral courage is regretta- 
ble, no doubt, as an encouragement to the astute dealers 
who sometimes prey upon vanity and ignorance, but at 
least it has the advantage of saving us from a series of 
such displays in court as that which has, not inappro- 
priately, come to a ‘dramatie end. It was not alto- 
gether an edifying display.. The Judge deservedly en- 
joys a high reputation, among those most competent to 
form an opinion, for many qualities befitting his great 
office; but he does not improve it with the outside pub- 
lic, and still less with the profession, by the manner ia 
whieh he too often chooses to conduct certain cases. 
Wit and humor are excellent gifts, and we should be 
sorry to see them banished from the courts, or even 
from the pulpit. But they should be subdued to what 
they work in. The presence of a crowd of fashionable 
women, come to hear the constant exchange of witti- 
cisms—some of which plainly bear the mark of previous 
elaboration—between counsel and the bench does not 
promote the dispatch of business or increase the respect 
of the public for the administration of the law.”

which time graduates include 26 captains, 


cruise eovered 5000 miles. In previous 
years cruises have been made to Kurope 
and up the Mediterranean . 

While on these cruises the boys are 
taught to handle yards and masts and 
the fitting and securing of boats for sea. 
They handle the ship under both sail and 
steam, learning how to make and shorten 
sail, shift, reef and furl sails, how to use 
a lead and log and how to steer. They 
handle the anchors, moor and unmoor 
the vessel, getting all the while practical 
experience, for the ship is handled exact- 
ly as any other ship under similar condi- 
tions, but with the difference that all is 
done under the watchful eye of a skilled 
naval officer, and the cadet is taught how 
to do everything correctly and in ship- 
shape manner, no slovenliness of method 
being tolerated. They take turns at look- 
out, acting quartermasters, mates and 
masters. They learn to make emergency 
repairs of all kinds; they learn interna- 
tional semiphore signaling by communi- 
cation with other ships at sea, as well as 
practice aboard ip; they handle the 
ship's papers at various ports, learn 
about drill, fire, collision and up-anchor 
ship drills. é; 

Cadets of the seaman and engineer 
classes keep notebooks, in which are re- 
corded answers to seamanship and engi- 
neering questions and such remarks and 
sketches 6n matters pertaining to their 
profession as they may from time to time 
be called upon to make. They are en- 
couraged to keep a daily journal, record- 
ing the meteorological conditions, inter- 
esting incidents of the day, routine and 
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In navigation work they are called up- 
on to take latitude and longitude read- 
ings and to work out positions, keep the 
ship’s log, find the compass error, com- 
pensating the compass in iron ships, and 
plot the ship’s position from day to day. 
They learn the use of the lead and sound- 
ing machine in determining the ship’s po- 
sition, time of high and low water, pilot- 
ing in narrow waters, domestic and for- 
eign systems of lights and buoys, and 
how to locate the ship’s position by bear- 
ings of chartered objects. 

The ship is supplied with various types 
of navy boats, a seaman cadet acting as 
coxswain in charge of the motor barge, 
large enough to carry 30 people, while an 
engineer cadet runs its motor. Nearly 
all boating is done by cutters or whale 
boats, under oars or sails, for the sake 
of the exercise and instruction. During 
the feur years’ course, not a detail is 
omitted, from.scrubbing down decks to 
work in the radio room; from small boat 
exercises to deep-sea navigation; from fir- 
ing and oiling boilers and engines to 
working out the horsepower of engines 
by rule and logarithms. 

With all the hard work and steady ap- 
plication, the courses are full of interest 
to the boys, who are earnest and eager 
to learn. They have plenty of time for 
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tunity to see other phases of life besides 
those of the sea. At the close of the 
winter terms those desiring it are granted 
leave for about a month, and similarly 
for about a month on the return from the 
summer cruise. Leave for nine days is 
also given at the Christmas pertod. All 
state legal holidays are observed, and 
cadets in general are granted leave dur- 
ing the winter term for week ends from 
Friday afternoon until Sunday night. 

Requirements for admission are: Ages 
16 to 20: sound constitution, normal size 
and freedom from physical defects, with 
good sight, hearing and teeth, with nec- 
essary dental work attended to each 
spring and fall. while the cadet is on 
leave. Cadets must present a testimonial 
of good character, must enter of their 
own free will and pass a mental examina- 
tion equal to that of high schools of the 
state. Board and tuition are free, but they 
must provide their own clothing and out- 
fits. 

The Massachusetts Nautical Training 
School was established in 1894; since 
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28 first officers and 30 second officers, 
25 chief engineers, besides many second 
and third engineers, electricians, chief 
machinists, inspectors of steamboats, 
Lieutenants in the navy, nautical experts, 
coast guard men and three pilots. 

Perhaps Capt. Emery Rice, who was 
graduated from the school in 1897, has 
rendered the most distinguished service. 
He has commanded three vessels already, 
and is now master of the Mongolian, fly- 
ing the American flag, which has had so 
many encounters recently with German 
submarines. Capt. Carl E. Anderson, an- 
other graduate, commanded the Nebras- 
kan before she was torpedoed in the Irish 
sea. Three graduates of the school were 
selected for pilots of the Panama Canal, 
a very responsible position.

temporarily established on ground which we had but 
recently taken, after long drumming with big guns. 
The trenches were merely shell holes connected by 
ditches. Our old and unbiquitous and variously useful 
friend, the sand bag, was not present in any 
capacity, and, therefore, we had no parapets or dug- 
outs. The communication trenches were all blown in 
and everything had to come to us overland, with the 
result that we never were quite sure when we would 
get ammunition, rations or relief forces. The most awful 
thing was that the soil all about us was filled with 
freshly buried men If we undertook to cut a trench 
or enlarge a funk hole, our spades struck into human 
flesh, and the explosion of a big shell along our 
line sent decomposed and dismembered and sickening 
mementoes of an earlier fight showering amongst us. 
We lived im the muck and stench of “glorious” war; 
those of us whe lived. P 

Here and there, along this line, were the abandoned 
dugouts of the Germans, and we made what use of them 
we could, but that was Httle. I had orders, one day, to 
locate a dugout and prepare it for use as battalion head. 
quarters. When I led a squad to clean it up, the odor 
was so overpowering that we had to put on wour gas 
masks. On entering we first saw two dead nurses with 
our ghastly flashlights, one standing with her arm ‘round 
a post, just as she stood when gas or concussion killed 
her. Seated at a table in the middle of the place was 
the body of an old General of the German medical corps, 
his head fallen between his hands. The task of clean- 
ing up was too dreadful for us, We just tossed in four 
or five fumite bombs and beat it out of there. A few 
hours later we went into the seared and empty cavern, 
made the roof safe with new timbers and notified bat- 
talion headquarters that the place could be occupied. 

During this time I witnessed a scene which—with 
some others—I shall never forget. An old chaplain 
of the Canadian forces came to our trench section seek- 
ing the grave of his son, which had been marked for him 
on a rude map by an officer who had seea the young 
man’s burial. We managed to find the spot, and, at the 
old chaplain’s request, we exhumed the body. Some of 
us suggested to him that he give us the identification 
marks and retire out of range of the shells which were 
bursting all around us. We argued that it was unwise 
for him to remain in danger, but what we really intended 
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was that he should be saved the horror of seeing the 
pitiful thing which our spades were about to uncover. 


“TI shall remain,” was al! he said. “He was my boy.” 

It proved that we had found the right body. One 
of our men tried to clear the features with his hand- 
kerchief, but ended by spreading the handkerchief over 


the face. The old chaplain stood beside the body and ° 


remeved his trench helmet, baring his gray head to a 
drizzle of rain that was falling. Then, while we stood by 
silently, his voice rose amid the noise of bursting 
shells, repeating the burial service of the Church of En- 
gland. I have never been so impressed by anything in 
my life as by that scene. 

The dead man was a young Captain. He had been 
married to a lady of Baltimore, just before the outbreak 
of the war. 

The philosophy of the British Tommies and the Cana- 
dians and the Australians on the Somme was a remark- 
able reflection of their fine courage through all that

“If Fritz has a shell with your name and number on 
it,” said a British Tommy to me one day, “you're going 
to get it whether you're in the front line or seven miles 
back.

And the Scotch kilties, lovingly 
called by the Germans, “the women from heil,” nave the 
respect of all armies. We saw little of the poilus, ex- 
cept a few on leave. All the men are self-gacrificing to 
one another in that big melting pot from which so 
few ever emerge whole. The only things it is Jegitimate 
to steal in the code of the trenches are rum and “fags” 
(cigarettes). Every other possession is as safe as if it 
wore a Yale lock.

As a germ killer and arrester of 
noxious growths these materials are found to be far 
superior to any antiseptic substances so far known; they 
are quickly distributed, do not coagulate albumen and,
